‘THEOPENING OF CONGRESS 


A GLANCE AT WHAT THE LAW-MAK- 
ERS ARE LIKELY TO DO THIS WEEK. 


The Regular Order of Business in the House 
and Senate— Bille and Resolutions 
Brought Over from the Last Session— 
Bureaa Chiefs Resentfal of Interference 
by an Inferior—Considering the Inter- 
State Commerce Bill—Other Washing- 
ton News. ' 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 4.—|Special.|— 
“The regular order of business in the House 
Monday.“ said Mr. Harty Smith, Journal Clerk 
ot the House, today. will be the calling of the 
House to order at 12 o'clock by the Speaker, 
who will direct tbe roli of members to be called 
to ascertain whether a quorum is present. 
When that is done the members-elect are sworn 
in and the call is completed. If a quorum ap- 
pears a resolution directing the Cierk to notify 
the Senate of that fact is adopted, and 
another resolution adopted providmg 
for the appointment of a committee of three 
on the part of the House to join such commit- 
tee as may be appointed on the part of the 
Senate to wan on the President and notify 
him that a quoram of the two Houses 
has assembied and that Congress was 
ready to receive any communication he 
bad to make. The House then usually 
takes @ recess for halt or three-quarters 
of an hour to enable the committee 
to discharge that duty, and their report is 
usually followed by the appearance of the 
President's secretary with the message. 
The Speaker immediately lays the message 
before the House and it is then read by te 
Clerk. “After that resolutions providing tor 
printing the message, for extra copies, fixing 
the day hour of meeting, ete., are then adopted. 
The call of States and Territories for bilis and 
resolutions is thea the regular order and is 


usually proceeded with, unless, as happens to 
be the case, there are announcements to be 
made of the deaths of members during the re- 
cess. In the second session of the last Con- 
gress the deaths of Messrs. Duncan of 
Pennsylvania and Evins of South Caro 
lina were announced, and the House 
adjourned without a cailof States, and it is 
quite likely the same course will be pursued 
Monday. Two mew bers died during the 


recess— 
+ Messrs Beach and Arnot—and their deaths will 


be announced and three new members will be 
sworn in—viz.: Mr. Cox in place of Mr. Pu- 
litzer, Mr. Bacon in place of Mr. Beach, and 
Mr. Rusk in place of Mr. Cole.“ 

** What will be the program for the remain- 
der of the week!“ was asked. 

“ That is a coaundrum, and I give it uv imme- 
diately,” was the reply. There are numerous 
special orders, such as the Free-Shin bill, 
the Oklahoma bill, the Electoral-Count 
bill, the bill to increase the efficiency of the 
army, the bill amending tue Thurman Sinking 
Fund act applying to the Union Pacific Ran- 
road, the bili providing tor the issue of small 
bilis, while the Committees on Post-Offices and 
Post Roads, Foreign Affairs, Territories, and 
Labor have special assignments of days. As 
Rule 27 provides that all bills, resolutions, and 
reports which originated in the House and re- 
mained undetermined at the close of the last 
preceding session ‘shall bein order for action’ 
only after six days from the commencement 
of the second session, it is probable that the 
week will be consumed by existing special 
orders and the ideration of a general ap- 
propriation bul if is ready. 

The Senate will meet at noon, and after 
prayer the two new Senators—Messrs. Will- 
james of California and Cheney of New Hamp- 
shire—will be sworn in. . Next a resolution to 
meet daily at 12 o'clock will be adopted, and 
that will be ioliowed by the adoption of reso- 
lutions for the appointment of a committee to 
inform the House that a quorum of the Sen- 
ate ig assembied and ready to proceed to busi- 
ness, and a committee to act with a similar 
one from the House to inform the Presi- 
dent that Congress is ready for business. 
A recess will then be taken to await the re- 
port of the latter vommittee. It is believed 
that the President will have his message ready 
for prompt transmission. The Senate will re- 
ceive and read the message and then adjourn 
out of respect to the memory of the late Sena- 
ter Pike. 

As to what lemsilative business the Senate 
wil! first give ite attention to it is next to im- 
possible to indicate, as itis a body that follows 
the judgment of the hour on such matters. 
There are a number of special orders coming 
over from the last session; among them apn act 
to construct a railroud and telegraph line 
from the Missouri River to the Pacific Ocean, 
the resolution to consider executive nomina- 
uofis in open session, an act to forfeit the land 
grants of the New Orleans & Baton Rouge 
Railroad, an act to prohibit. members of Con- 
gress from acting as attorne,s for corpora- 
tions, eto. Senator Platt's resoluuon to con- 
sider nominations in open sersion was made the 
special order for next Wednesday, Dec. 8, and 
he will probably cali it u The biil to au- 
thorize the Secretary of War to accept certain 
lands near Chicago is a special order for next 
Tuesday, but the Senate is not 
given to regularity in taking up spe- 
cial orders, and therefore tbere is no 
certainty about these matters being con- 
sidered at thetime appointed. These special 
orders are entitied to come up at dates fixed, 
but it very frequenty happens that the Senate 
gives preference to other business. In rela- 
tion to the open session resolution, Senator 
Platt sald this afternoon: It has aright to 
consideration next Wednesday. and as far a8 1 
am concerned Lintend to have it considered. 
Ishall insist upon it and uniess the Senate 
votes otherwise that resolution will be con- 
sidered next Wednesday.“ 

Gen. Joba McCook, Clerk of the House of 
Representatives, has completed and caused to 
be printed an unofficial list of members of the 
House of the Fftieta Congress, He ciassifies 
them as 168 Democrats, 152 Republicans, and 
four Independents, with one vacancy (Rhode 
Island) to be filled possibly by a Kepublican. 
One bundred and ninety-five ot the pumber 
are old members, bemg ten morg than the 
number of old members in the present Con- 
gress. Of the old members 100 are Democrats 
and ninety-five Republicans. If the Independ- 
ents divide, as they are expected to do, equaily 
between the two sides, it will give the Demo- 
crate a majority of fourteen in a full House.

It is true that Supt Cregier and Mr, 
Holmes appeared before the Railroad Com- 
mittee some weeks ago and said that it would 
be impossible to clear the snow off all the 
streets, because they could not find a dump- 
ing-ground. But the streét-car companies 
Will encounter no difficulty in finding plenty 
of men and teams to remove the snow, 
They will experience ho difficulty in finding 
dumping-grounds. The snow could be 
dumped into the river or the lake. There is 
no legal objection to this, as there is no ordi- 
nance against it, as some persons claim, 
The ordinance which is quoted fgainst it 
does not apply to snow at all. Sec. 1,344 
only provides against throwing into the har- 
bors or slips earth, ashes, or other heavy 
substance or substances, filth, logs, or float 
ing matter, or any obstructions.” Snow 
does not come under this classifica 
tion. It is nonsense to pretend that it does, 
No harm to navigation can come from throw- 
ing snow into the river or lake. At the first 
thaw or fain it will dissolve into 
water and disappear. If carted off 
soon after each snow-fall it will be clean and 
“beautiful snow.” Fot the street-railways 
to continue scraping the snow off their tracks 
and throwing it into riages on each side 
thereof, impeding public travel and the use 
of the street by teams, is an unendurable 
outrage and a nuisance that must be abated. 

The Council committee should not fail to 
report back some one of the three ordinances 
tomorrow night and the Council should not 
fail to pass it. Failure to act promptly on 
this matter will be regarded as very culpable 
neglect of duty. 


WHAT I8 FREE t 
Some of the Soclalistie fire seem to 
have very queer notions of what constitutes 


free speech. Here, for — is the Ar- 


beiter-Zeitung, the Chicago organ of ine Reds, 
which says: 


Actording to the 88 in this country 
there is absolute freedom o d th 
who try to limit this — a 
the Constitution, and they are 
only trample humanity under 
e people, but also p 
the country and the people. 


It is true that the Constitution guarantees 
free speech, limited only by necessary pro- 
tection against abuse of this great privilege. 
But the great mistake the Reds make is in 
assuming that the Constitution guarantees 
freedom to preach crime, to incite to arson, 
pillage, or murder for any cause or pretext. 
The statutes of tie various States and of the 
Nation abound in provisions guarding against 
such abuse. They forbid and provide for 
the punishment of incitements to violence, 
riot, plunder, incendiarism, murder, and 
other crimes. Our own statute, for instance, 
says: 

An accessory i¢ he who stands by and aids, 
abets, or — or who not being present aiding, 
abetting, or assisting hath advised, encouraged, 
ogee he abétted the perpetration of the crime. 

o thus aids, abets, assists, advises, or en- 


. shall be considered as principal aad 
punished accordingly. 


The lgtter part of this provision, which 
designates as the punishment of persons who 
advise or encottrage any erime the same 
punishment that is meted out to the crim- 
inal, is not in conflict with the Constitution 
any more than the legal principles applied 
to slander and libel are. Free speech does 
not mean freedom to advise wrong-doing. 
If some person in the exercise of the freedom 
of speech as defined by the Arbeiter-Zettung 
called the editor a burgiar, a thief, or a 
murderer, the editor would very soon have 
recourse to the law of libel, which defines 
and limits free speech. The trouble with 
persons like the editor of the Reds’ organ is 
that they confound liberty with license. He 
and his fellows have been encouraged in this 
by the license which they have hitherto en- 
joyed. But let erime once grow out of his 
preachings and he will find himself held 
under the provisions of the IIIinois law, 
founded on the Constitution, chargeable with 
and punishable for the crime, as if he actu- 
ally committed it. 

Another point on which the Socialistic 
firebrands are entirely at sea seems to be the 
position of America as the asylum of the 
oppressed of all lands. It is true, for in- 
stance, as the editor of the Reds’ organ says, 
that— 

The heroes of the Revolution said that this 
country should be an asylum for the oppressed 
of all nations; that here they should have lib-

SUGAR on WHISKY, WHICH ! 

A correspondent who signs himself 
“Rustic” mildly suggests that instead of 
reducing duties on the consumers of imports, 
including a repeal of the sugar tax, Congress 
should relieve the Treasury of its surplus by 
abolishing the internal revenue system, whieh 
he terms a relic of the War, as if that settied 
it. The greenbackis also a relic of the War, 
and a good many other things which the 
people hold in highesteem. ‘‘ These taxes,” 
says our correspondent of the velvet paw, 
“are quite as burdensome on the business of 
the country, so far as they go, as the cus- 
‘*toms duties, while they do not in any way 
„ foster any domestic interest or industry.“ 
It the writer is really a rustic he should 
know that the latest internal revenue tax, 
the one on oleomargarine, was levied for the 
sole and avowed purpose of protecting one of 
the greatest mdustries of the country—the 
dairy interest. He probably had no thought 
of that tax, however, and was simply drop- 
ping from his tree of knowledge a Paennsyl- 
vania chestnut. It is the same old proposi- 
tion made by the high tariffites to prevent a 
readjustment of the duties to the needs of 
the Government and the requirements of 
justifiable protection. Bluntly stated. the 
assertion is that the taxes on whisky are as 
‘*burdensome to the business of the coun- 
try“ as the tax on sugar or any other 
staplo necessary to life. 2 

Is it possible that any man who can wield 
a pen really believes this? It is all right, 
aecording to this person's view, to make the 
people pay $60,000,000 a year extra on their 
sweetening (some 55 millions for tax and 
5 millions middlemen's profit on the tax as 
an ‘‘incident” thereof) to enable a few 
Louisiana planters to get $8,000,000 instead 
of $5,000,000 a year for their cane crop; or, 
in other words, to levy a tax of a dollar a 
head upon every man, woman, and child in 
the land for the exclusive. benefit of the 
cultivators of less than 300,000 acres of land. 
Such a tax, we are told, is no more burden- 
some than one which restricts the use of 
liquor and its half-brother, tobacco. Is 
lessening the amount of rum aman can buy 
for a given sumof money a burden upon the 
business of the country ? Before the whisky 
tax was levied five cents would buy as much 
fuddle as 15 cents will now, and there was a 
proportionate excess of drunkenness then. 
In those unburdened days a quarter of a 
dollar would buy enough sour mash to make 
an ordinary man hghting tight, but now it 
would take the larger part of a dollar. Or, 
to look at the matter from a broader plate, 
the whole family could then go on a spree 
for the amount of money it would take now- 
adays to make the head ot the house a 
temporary maniac. 

But perhaps ** Rustic” is a follower of St. 
John rather than of Kelley and Randall, and 
that he would encourage drunkenness in the 
cause of temperance. The tax on whisky 
was levied for revenue only, but it proved a 
great restraint upon its use. Of course the 
old toper who has poured rotgut down his 
throat until it is a volcano and his breath a 
pestilence will have grog whatever it costs 
and whoever may go hungry and ragged at 
home, but there is always a large class of 
respectable laboring men Who indulge mod- 
erately in strone drink, and when the price 
took an enormous jump men of this stamp 
drank less or none at all. According to the 
St. John logie it would have been better for 
the cause to have had those men go on 
from bad to worse until many of theni de- 
came ‘‘awful examples.” The proposition 
to put whisky instead of sugar on the free 
list ean certainly be justified only on the 
ground that the worst if not the best is the 
next thing to it. 


FASHIONABLE FEMALE WINE-DRINKING. 
It is little wonder that the President has 


the rheumatism, that he is very irritable, and 


that he is swearing at the servants, as is 
alleged by those conversant with the domés- 
tic menage of the White House. The con- 
duct of Missouri alone is sufficient to induce 
all the disorders. First the Missouri Con- 
gressional delegation worry him until he con- 
sents to reinstate Benton. Next comes a 
** ghoulish” Missouri editor and makes affi- 
davit that Benton had abused the President 
and called him an ignoramus and a tool of 
Wall street sharks. And now come the 
women of the Christian Temperance Union 
of St. Louis and serve notice upon Mrs. 
Cleveland that they not only ‘‘ regret’’. but 
are “mortified” that she should have at- 
tended a woman’s dinner given by Mrs. Se- 
retary Whitney at which courses of différ- 
ent alcoholic drinks” were served. It would 
not surprise us to hear that Mrs. Cleveland 
also is irritable and scOiding tne servants. 
But, seriously, it cannot be questioned that 
the Missouri temperance women have made 
a strong point in the resolutions they have 
passed by regretting the bad example set by 
Mrs. Whitney and her female guests. It 
may be that none of those present were the 
worse for the *‘ alcoholic courses,” and that 
they were able to partake of them in mod- 
eration, but these women set the fashion and 
others are very likely to follow them. That 
there are those who may not be able to go 
through such a dinner with safety is shown 
by the deplorable and mortifying event 
which occurred in Loulsville Friday 
last, when a Cleveland heiress and 
society belle, who had been to a 
club dinner with a theatre party, subsequent- 
ly appeared in her box intoxicated and dis- 
turbed both audience and players by her 
actions. One could contemplate such con- 
duct by a man with some degree of indiffer- 
ence, as the savage sex are not expected to 
comport themselves with the same degree of 
propriety as the angelic. However absurd 
such an expectation may be, it is none the 
less fact. Had one of the males of this party 
been intoxicated and made that fact con- 
spicuous he could have betn put out of the 
theatre by calling a policeman, and it would 
not have been a tithe as deplorable in so 
ciety” eyes as the conduct of this young 
woman. It is diffieult to conceive of any- 
thing more mortifying to herself and to her 
friends and family than this occurrence, and 
yet it grew out of such an occasion as that of 
Mrs. Whitney's, and the same accident 
might have happened to amy one of her 
guests. No one will credit. Mrs. Whitney 
with wrong intentions, or with the slightest 
impropriety from her point of view, tor din- 
ners of that kind dre not uncontmon in fasb- 
lonable society. It is the example set by 
women in exalted positions that the Missouri 
temperance women regret, and therein Ites the 
danger. It is not likely that the hostess

THE WANTS oF THE COUNTY ' HOSPITAL. 

There is no question that the Warden in 
an interview has correctly stated the crowded 
eondition and pressing needs of the County 
Hospital. The demand upon its resources is 
immense and constantly increasing. Tae 
capacity of all the wards is 470, but at this 
time last year there were 545 patients, and 
now there are 613, which number is sure to 
bé increased when the weather grows colder, 
In a county of a million people it is evident 
that a hospital intended to accommodate 470 
ts not large enough. As the Warden says, 
there are at all times many in the hospital 
who do not belong there. Persons from other 
cities and immigrants taken sick here 
find their way to the hospital. Accidents 
happen every day and the victims 
are taken there, Then there are large num- 
bers of people who cannot afford to pay 
doctors’ bills, or who cannot get good at- 
tendance and nursing at home, who go to the 
hospital. This is specially true of laboring- 
men, for, as the Warden says: Lou take 
the average laboringman and when sickness 
“overtakes him he cannot be treated at home 
because he has not the means to pay for 
“the treatment, and he is sure to get far 
“better treatment here than he could at 
home.“ 

The Warden's appeal for an extension of 


the hospital is well grounded, and the ex- 


tension ought to be made without delay. It 
is not to the credit of the city and county 
that sick and physically disabled persons 
should not receive the best medical attention 
and that there is not room enough to treat them 
with proper comfort and convenience. 
Thanks to the organized stealing and swind- 
Img of the County Board rings the treasury 
is empty and there is no ready money to 
apply to the much-needed work. The 
county institutions are suffering because of 
the infamous system of plander which has 
been kept up by the dishonest gangs. Worse 
than this, the people of the county have 
become so disheartened and discouraged by 
the rapacity of the taxeaters that they do 
not look with favor upon any proposition 
for appropriations, knowing that the most 
of the money raised will go into the pockets 
of the thieves, directly or indirectly. In this 
dilema if the Legislature comes to the aid of 
the hospital by passing the necessary reforms 
tending to make the board honest and pro- 
tect the taxpayers a proposition might be 
submitted to the people to issue half a mill- 
ion in bonds with a fair prospect of its adop- 
tion, though not long ago it was voted down 
rather than let the Van Pelt gang handle the 
money, because the taxpayers felt no con- 
fidence that the funds would be honestly 
used. If confidence were restored in the in- 
tegrity of the board, a proper limit were 
fixed to the amount of expenditure, and suf- 
ficient checks were placed against its waste 
there is no question that the money could be 
raised and the hospital placed in a condition 
where it would meet all the demands made 


upon its capacity. 


THE BEST PLACE: FOR A BREWERY. 

A correspondent suggests a happy thought 
touching the problem of convict labor as af- 
fecting the members of trades unions. It is 
that the convicts in the penitentiaries be set 
to work at brewing beer for outside consuimp- 
tion. It is undeniable that the brewers have 
recently found themselves in a dilema, the 
great trouble being what to do with the 
money derived from the very profitable busi- 
ness in Which they are engaged. It is also 
evident from the revelations made last spring 
that the work is demoralizing to the men 
who perform it, if for no other rea- 
son than that it keeps most of them 
in a state of chronic drunkenness, 
the allowance in come cases being 
as high as sixty glasses per day to each man. 
A great many advantages would accrue from 
the manufacture of the beer in the pen! 
tentiaries, and no harm would be. done to 
vested interests, as most of the proprietors 
have already made more money than they 
can spend during the rest of their lives. In 
the first place the manufacture is so re- 
munerative that it would pay all the ex- 
penses of the institutions. Secondly, it 
would discourage drunkenness, at least on 
the part of those who are opposed to using 
the product of convict labor. Thirdly, it 
would be a righteous punishment for the 
many who have fallen into crime through a 
love of strong drink to engage them in mak- 
ing it without the permission to taste a 
drop. Fourthly, it would place the manu- 
facture of the stuff just where it belongs— 
namely: in the hands of the classes who have 
derived from it the courage to perform their 
bad deeds. It has been said, and is probably 
true, that no man ever attempted to rob a 
house, and very few to commit robbery on 
the highway, without nerving themselves 
therefor by a copious libation of liquor. 
Lastly, the result would undoubtedly be to 
lessen the use of these beverages by honest 
men and women who shrink from using any- 
thing that is associated with the penitentiary. 
Many thousands of those who now guzzle 
beer continually would abstain totally if they 
thought it had come from inside a prison, as 
they boycott all prison productions, 

The more we think of it the more strongly 
are we inclined to indorse the idea, at least 
to the extént of recommending it as a subject 
for agitation by trades unions. It is a topic 
on which their oraters might air their elo- 
quence to great advantage, with the obvious 
result of leading the listeners to reflect on 
the evils of drinking, if it did not induce 
them to advocate the passage of a law pro- 
viding for the reform indicated. There 
would be both less liquor and less trouble 
brewing in the world if they should press 
this to an issue. The result might be an im- 
portant elevation of moral tone, not only 
among the Knights of Labor but in the 
whole comegunity,

The Murnane Investigation. 

Superintendent Ebersold owes it .

public. No star-chamber investigation will 
do. Statemente of apparently disinterested 
parties are to the effect that Murnane 
was intoxicated, that be assaulted the two 
colored men, Watson and Robinson, with- 
out provocation. The only contradiction of 
those statements has come from Chief Detect- 
ive Shoa, who was not on the ground, who 


could not have seen what ocourred, and who. 


must therefore have obtained his information 
feom thé accused detective. Lieut. Shea's 
report in the ease, therefore, is not worth the 
paper it is written on. His subsequent re- 
marks to the reporters indidate that he 1 
strongly prejudiced in favor of Murnane, and 
that his temperament where “two niggers” 
are concerned is not exactly judicial. 

The two niggers,” as She@ calls them, ate 
as much entitled to the protéctios of the law 
as any other eitizens—for they are citizens, 
bowever much Shea and Others of bis Bourbon 
way of thinking may disitke u. They are cer- 
tainly entitled to protection from the causeless 
assaults of drunken or brutal policemen. 
Even though they may be arrested for offense 
there is no warrant for clubbmg or otherwise 
maltreating them. 

The Superintendent owes it also to the splen- 
did force which be commands that there shall 
be a full pablic investigation, and that it Mur- 
nané is found to bave offended that be shall 
not only be dismissed the force but also have 
his case presented to the grund jury. The 
Agrcbists and their sympathizers, as is well 
known, bave tried to excuse their use of dyna- 
mite bombs and daggers against the policemen 
in Chicago on the ground that the latter have 
peen brutal in their treatment of working- 
men.

He is patient, bo- 
lite, and indulgéns If te errs at all it is by 
being too indulgent, But, reoruited as we 
force is too frequently from the protegés of 
boodle Aldermen, it is not to be expected that 
some coarse, brutal, and thuggish persops 
will not get on. It is such fellows that bring 
trouble and disgrate on the whole forte. The 
thugs should be weeded out, The sooner they 
are the better. If Murndne is guilty of the 
charge imputed to him bis case will serve for 
an example. 


The City Revenue Eight Millions. 

The total valuation of city property this 
year is 8158.00. 131. against 8139, 958. 292 last 
year. This yeat's assessment under the 2 per 
cent limit will yield $3,160,822 for municipal 
purposes, or $371,736 more than was available 
last year. The 2 per eent limit does not apply 
to the two millions of school taxed, the inter- 
est on the city debt, or the cost of supporting 
the Pubiie Library, whieh together add nearly 
three millions more to city taxes, making an 
aggregate of fully six millions. The city’s 
revenue from licenses for next year will also 
be much larger, according to the Mayor, than 
last year. There .were 3,760 saloons running 
at the end of the last quarterly term. As they 
are constantly on the increase, by reason of the 
rapid growth of population, it 1s probably an 
underestimate to place the number for next 
year at 3,800. Those would yield tne city a 
revenue of $1,900,000, making a total of eight 
millions of reyenue. Under the circumstances 
there does hot seem to be any good reason why 
Ald. Colvin should be so mach perturbed about 
the financial income of the city. Eight mill- 
fons ofght to be enough money and to spare 
for all immediate municipal purposes. Weare 
to have two new double bridges —0o0ue at Clark 
and one at Wells street—which will not cost 
the taxpeyers a penny, though Coivin and bis 
associates tried hard to make them cost them 
about $300,000. If Colvin and his associates will 
permit it here will de another double bridge 
at Jackson street, to which a railroad company 
will contribute $50,000 worth of property, in 
addition to butiding a viaduct approach. Pro- 
vision has been partly made for a double 
bridge at Jackson street also. There wilt te 
considerable money left after ail the depart- 
ments are generously provided for for other 
publicimprovements and for an addition of fifty 
men to the police force, some new police sta- 
tions, and engine-houses. Taking everything ia- 
to consideration, and recollecting that there is a 
sum of $1,500,000 in the water redemption fund 
which may be applied intefunding some of the 
old high-interest bearing bonds, it can be seen 
that the city is in a pretty fair financial condi- 
tion despite all the squandering of the boodlers. 


Cleveland Appoints a SlanGerer of the 
Blaine Family toa Fat Office. 

The President has appointed Charlies B. Mer- 
ton, the former applicant for the Postmaster- 
ship at Augusta, Me., to be Commissioner of 
Navigation. Merton is called Col.“ Merton. 
He never served in the War or in any military 
organization. His title comes from having 
served oa the statt of Gov. Garcelon. 

In order to make the abpolntment the Pr esi- 
dent nas either removed or requested the 
resignation of Jarvis Patten. The office of 
Commissioner of Navigation was created dur 
ing Presideut Artbur’s term, and Patten is tne 
first incumbent. Mr. Patten is a member of 
the Patten family of Bath. They were great 
shipbwildets and great Captains in the days of 
wooden ships, Patten has deen over 
the world id command of ships. 
over, be is author of a book called 
“Port Charges of the World,” which is 
known to every sbipmaster and marine un- 
derwriter the globe over; a book of such 
standard authority that it would be accepted 
in an admiraity eourt almostas evidence.

The Madison and Fourteenth Streets Steam 
Bridges. 

The proposition to build a double roadway 
steam-acting bridge across the river at Madison 
street bus resulted in an elaborate survey and 
report on the question by Engineer Artingstal 
which will be submitted to the Council tomor- 
row evening. Mr. Artingstail refused to give 
his views in advance of the Oouncil meeting, 
and stated that whatever plan micht be adopt- 


ed be could not form any adequate idea of 
the expense to city m acquiring 
the land necessary for the swinging of 
the new bridge. He will 
recommend two long and sborrarm bridges, 
whies may be swung from either side of the 
river, as economy in land condempations may 
suggest, and a third pian wil! be for an equal 
armed bridge, the land required for which 
shall be taken from each side of the river. 
Notwithstanding the pressure brought to beur 
by West Side resideuts io favor of this bridge 
it is thought it will be impossible to build it for 
at least two years to come. 

Engineer Artingstail is also pre ng a re- 
port on the feasibiiity of erecting bridge 
across the river at Fourteenth street, wit 
accompanying pians suggesting the nature of 
the structure and the land damages necessary 
for such a structure. All the surveys bave 
not yet been completed, and a définit plan will 
not be decided ou until the next meeting of 
the City Oountil. 

Another Public Library Elevator Scare. 

Another accident occurred to one of the 
Public Library elevators in the City-Hall Fri- 
day evening, which came near resulting im loss 
of life. The accwent occurred shortly after 6 
o'clock, when the lady day attendants were 
going home. There were sixteen ladies in the 
car, and, when it had descended nearly to the 
first floor, the valve-stem snapped asunder and 
the car, reversing ite course, traveled upward 
at an appalling rate of speed. The man in charge 
of the elevator lost all control of himself, and 
his fright was communicated to the ladies, 
who uttered scream alter scream as they were 
ascending in the unmanageable car. The ele- 
vator stopped suddenly about three feet 
above the upper floor, and an examipvation re- 
vealed the fact that but tor a temporary 
bumper erected in the basement the car would 
have crashed through the rot aud been de- 
molisbhed. The ladies were extricated unburt 
from their precarious condition, but several 
of them suffered severeiy from.fright and 
nervous prostration. This is the second time 
this elevator bas broken loose, and from the 
same cause in both instances. The biame 
rests wholly witn the manufacturer, who knew 
of the weakness of these brass valve stems, 
and promised to repiace them with others 
made of wrought-iron. This bas not been 
done, however, and the library authorities 
have determined not to allow this @levator to 
be run again until such repairs are made 
as will effectually prevent a repetition of 
such dangerous accidents as that of Friday 
evening.

The tests 80 
far, however, have been made in compsra- 
tively miid weather, and it still remains to be 
determined whether the apparatus will be a 
success when the thermometer goes beiow 
zero. The aim of Superintendent Cregier is to 
warm the cars, not to beat them—to take the 
chill off the atmosphere and make a car com- 
fortabie, not to make the air so bot as to be 
detrimental to the health of passengers. A 
‘warming pan ’’—agalvanized iron box two 
feet and a baif long by a foot and a 
half wide, and four inches high—is 
piaced in each corser of the car. In one pan 
are two quarts of a powder whose principal 
ingredient is charcoal. This is lightea when 
the car leaves the barn, and the powder will 
burn for sixteen hours. A slight but agree- 
abie odor is emitted, but itis not perceptibie 
uniess attention is called to it. A TRIBUNE 
reporter rode on acar thus heated yesterday. 
Outside the thermometer indicated 20° and in- 
side 56°. Passengers realized the difference as 
soon as they entered the car, and looked 
around inquiringly. When informed of the 
presence of the pans they said the stoves 
were a good thing. Superintendent Cregier 
will wait until colder weather before he passes 
on the pian. It is understood that the expense 
will be about $75,000 for a winter, 

Owing to the receut cold weather the South 
Side comoany has been unable to complete 
the laying of its cable track on State street, 
and, in consequence, the West Side company 
has deen obliged to defer running its cars 
around the loop. Superintendent Cregier has 
not figured out how the cars will be rua, but 
it is probable that those on the different lines 
will be divided, That is, half run ope way and 
baif the otber. For instance, one-half the cars 
coming down Madison street will switch at 
Fifth avenue, ge north to Randolph street, 
east to State, and south to Madison, while the 
other half will continue east on Madison and 
make the circuit in the other direction. 80 
with tne cars’ on Randolph street. Halt of 
them will turn at Fifth avenue, go south to 
Madison street, east to State, and around that 
way, while the others will turn south on State 
and reach Rangoiph again by way of Madison 
street and Fifth avenue. The northwest lines 
— Milwaukee avenue, Indiana street, etc., and 
also the Lake street line—will be divided at 
Clinton street, coming dowan-town via Randolph 
street and gomg west on Lake. A few switch 
tracks will have to be laid before the running 
arrangement can be carried out; but, as soon 
as the cable track is put in, work will be com- 
menced on these, and it is expected that be- 
tore the first of the year the cars on all the 
West Side lines will be kept moving’’ down- 
town, 


A FRAUDULENT CHATTEL MORTGAGE. 


An Interesting Case Finally Settled in the 
Kansas Courts. 
In December last mention was made of a 


gut in the Unitea States Circuit Court in the 


District of Kansas, wherein Henry P. Idle of 
this city and Niland Brothers & Lang of New 
York were contesting tne merits ot a chattel 
mortgage in that court. The tacts were that 
one R. K. Elliott of Wellington came to Chica- 
go and bought large quantities of goods, some 
$18,000 or $20,000 worth, on credit, and before 
the bills matured bis confiding ereditors 
found that a tather-in-law of Elliott, who lives 
at Decatur, III., held a mortgage on Elliott's 
stock. given after the purchase of the goods, 
for a large amount of monéy, and that the 
father-in-law afterwards obtained possession of 
the same through aforeciosure of that murt- 
gage. Henry P. Ide & Co. and Niiand brothers 
& Lange contested that mortgage. The case 
was tried in December last anc a verdict was 
found in favor ot Ide & Co. et al. The father- 
in-law obtained a new trial, and that was tried 
a day or two ago in the United States Circuit 
Court at Topeka. The jury, after being out 
twenty-nine hours, brought in a verdict for 
Henry P. Ide & Co. ana Niiand Brothers & 
Lange. 

This is one of the most remarkable cases 
tried in the history of the jurisprudence of 
Kansas, as it is one of the few cases wherein a 
bogus chattel mortgage bas been so repeated- 
ly pronounced fraudulent. The laws of Kansas 
being peculiarly favorable to such sort of 
instruments, all merchants feel that great 
credit is due to ide & Oo. and Niland Bros. & 
Lange for the persistency with which they fol- 
lowed this matter, which bas now resulted in 
their obtainimg the rull amount of their claims 
principal. interest, and costs—to the exoclu- 
sion of other creditors, who, not joining, are 
left without anything. And an equai amount 
of credit ig dus to Mr. James H. Fairchiid who 
represented them in this long and comp ibated 
litigation, which has resulted so satisfactorily 
to his clients, and to the vindication of mght 
over wrong.

With these circulars in mind, and the most 
meagre recollection of the circumstances pre- 
ceding and attending the gathering of May 4, the 
man must have a dangerous obliquity of under 
standing who calls the meeting at the haymarket 
an assemblage for the peaceful discussion of 
wrongs, or the prosecution of the Anarchists a 
blow at the liberty ob speech. 

Messrs, Salomon and Zeisler are engaged in 
preparing an abstract of the evidence taken in 
the Anarchists’ trial for presentation to the 
Supreme Court. They have condensed 800 
pages of the evidence to 125 pages typewriter, 
and Mr. Zeisier says he tainks he will have the 
work compicted in about two weeks. It will 
then be turned over to Mr. Leonard Swett, who 
is to assist in preparing the brief. The work 
of abstracting is being pushed so as to give 
the attorneys, all of whom will engage in writ- 
ing the brief, ample time to cover all the 
points imvolved. Mr. Zeisier says that he 
thinks the case will be the first one called when 
the Supreme Court meets in March. 


The Turners to Discuss the Protest in Con- 
vention. 


The Executive Committee of the Chicago 
Turning District will call a special convention 
to meet some time in January. Under the de- 
manas of two of the largest societies in the 
district it cannot belp but call the convention, 
althougd it is probabie that the committee will 
be removed.

Resolutions will be submitted to the 
convention disavowing all sympatby with the 
Anarchists. 


THE WHEAT STAGNATION ENDED. 


A Rise of Six Cents—N. B. Ream a Bull 
European Stocks Low. 

The stagnation la the wheat market which 
began after the September flurry and kept 
getting worse as October and November 
dragced along was lifted yesterday. Orders 
once more poured in, and the com- 
mission houses reported a larger dus! 
ness than for months past. The market 
itself showed a slight decline resulting from 
the speculative selling of wheat bought at the 
batom. The net gain of six cents during tne 
rise, however, was deemed a sufficient assur- 
ance by the country that wheat was going 
higher, and the decline bad no perceptibie in- 
fluence upon the orders to buy. One of the 
surprising events of the day was the sudden 
couversion to the bull side of the market 
of N. B. Ream, who, tor two years past 
bas been an uncompromising bear beileving 
that the stock of wheat in the world was large 
enough to make the bear side the profitable 
one. A large part of the strength of bis pos 
tion was based on the carrying charges, which 
furnished a powerful argument for short seli- 
ing. It s beéieyed that for a year past most 
of bis operations have been based on standing 
short on the market for the longer futures and 
waiting for the premiums to sbrink in bis favor. 
Up to witbin a short time he has 
continued on the bear side, although his inti- 
mate friend Nat Jones has been talking of 
an advance and strongly aavising bis friends 
to go in and buy wheat Some ot the astute 
men on “Change think. that Ream has been 
quietly buying wheat for a week past, and 
only announced his conversion when he bad 
rey up with not far frum. 10,000,000 bushels 
on bis Own account, with baps = 
his intimate — cg dire 

The reason for the advance within the last 
few days is that the stocks of wheat in West- 
ern Europe are ‘actively on the decrease in 
spite of the liberal imports from this country, 
which have aggregated not far from 60, 000, 000 
bushels. It is figured out that the crop or the 
United Kingdom is short 15,000,000 bushels 
from the estimates, while the crop of France 
is confessediy much smaller than the Govern- 
ment estimates. Austrailia bas shipped 
8.000 bushels less this year than last, 
and is reported to dare no more 
to spare. The exports ot South Russia for the 
first seven months of the year were 40 per cent 
less than the exports for the same period of 
1885, while the supply for several months to 
come from that source is cut off by ice. The 
shipments from India are materially faling 
off, with reports current that a considerable 
number of vessels hitherto engaged in 
carrying wheat from that coustry to 
the United Kingdom are headed. for our 
ports: which means tnat the Indian supply 
was to be very much less than it bad been and 
that the United States is to oon have the op- 
portunity of supplying a great dea! more wheat 
than hitherto, at the same time reaucmg the 
unusuaily high rates of ocean transportation 
prevailing ail through the present crop. ‘These 
are in brief the causes for the change of 
front in the wheat pit.

MORE OF THE BAWSON CASE. 


Mr. Rawson Files an Affidavit with Some 
Additional Statements. 

Avery lengthy affidavit which sounds like 
an extract from a private detective’s diary 
was filed by Mr. Rawson yesterday afternooa 
in the Superior Court in the Rawsoa divorce 
case. It covers a great deal of ground from 
the time he first met ber till their marriage, 
much of which is familiar to the public. After 
the weddmg they went on a trip, and had their 
first quarrel at the Fifth Avenue Hotei, New 
York, when affiant heard the first oath from 
bis wife's iips, because the cashier of 
ber hbusband’s bank wou d not let 
her son draw a few dollars on her 
account without any autsority. Betore 
marriage she represented herseif to be a widow, 
and sald ber husband, Lee, was ason of a 
rich cotton planter, and died m 1877, leaving 
ber property enough to live on, and that she 
bad been living in Washington to educate her 
son. When tney were in Boston on their wed- 
ing tour Mrs. Rawson found fault with the 
hotel accommodations and during the whole 
trip made him undappy by her ** malignant 
actions. The next day after their return to 
Chicago she found fault with the family por- 
traits in his library and ordered them taken tc 
the attic. He attempted a compromise, but 
she refused to be pacified and raged and swore 
nearly all night. Then she found fault with 
bis cook and got one of her own, but another 
quarre! followed, and she rushed up-stairs, and 
after a few minutes deciared she bad taken 
laudanum to kill berself. A doctor Was sen 
for. 

He further claims that she refused to re- 
spond to the social calls made on her; that she 
wus accustomed to go around the house in a 
grossiy indelicate condition, notwithstanding 
his repeated protests; and generally by der 
extreme profanity and high temper rendered 
his life miserable. Sue is now living at the 
Leiand Hotel in expensive style, while be says 
be and bis son are living in a modest and eco- 
nomical way on less than $2,000 a year. The 
affidavit will be read Monday on the motion for 
alimony before Judge Shepard. 


JUMPED FROM THE BRIDGE, 


Another Man, Anxious for Fame, Takes the 
Long Leap from the Brooklyn Bridge. 
New Yor, Dec. 4.—Another Fourth Ward 

man today achieved fame by jumping from the 

Brooklyn bridge into the Hast River. The 

affair was kept secret and the facts did not 

leak out until late this afternoon. Muicbaei J. 

Hess, a laborer, was in a saloon Thursday 

nicht with a party of friends. The party had 

been drinking beavily and the bridge-Jumping 
feats of Brodie, Donovan, and others came up 
in the conversation. One of the crowd of- 
fered to bet $25 that Hess would not dare to 
make the leap. Hess took up the bet at once, 

Friday when he was sober Hess was re- 

minded of his bet. Arrangements were at 
once made to carry it out. This morning at 
8:30 o'clock Hess mounted a truck and started 
over the bridge from the New York side. As 
the truck passed the New York tower Hess 
alighted, mounted the rail, and jumped off. 
His body stiffened out and shot down, striking 
the water with a splash which threw i: 
ten feet in the air. Ina few seconds he rose 
to the surface and was picked up by a friend 
who was waiting in a boat. He wasconscious. 
He was rowed ashore, carried to a saloon, and 
stimulants poured down bis throat. He re- 
vived from the shock, «and said that in the 
period between leaving the bridge and strik- 
ing the water be was not conscious. Hess left 
the saloon and walked through the streets in 
his wet clothes, drinking whisky until he 
reached bis home. He is doing well. 


Cluverius’ Statement. 

RricumonpD, Va., Dee. 4.—The long- expected 
statement of T. J. Ciluverius, the convicted 
murderer ot Fannie Lillian Madison, was filed 
with Gov. Lee tonight by his brother, William 
L. Cluverius. It simply detalis with particu- 
larity his movements the day and niebt of 
March 18 1885, when the murder was 
committed, ana closes by a solemu declaration 
of his innocence. in addition to Cluverius’ 
statement, be sentto the Governor bis per- 
sonal review of the evidence in the case, to 
show that there was not sufficient proof of 
murder baying been commutted, but that the 
death of Miss Madison was the resuit 
of suicide; and he attributed his con- 
viction to the popular clamor. The 
prisoner also filed with the Governor several 
affidavits of jurors declaring that ther did not 
know that they could find a verdict of murder 
in the second degree; also affidavits that F. A. 
Howell, one of the jurors, bad declared before 
being summoned as 4 juror that he (the pris- 
oner) should be hung. Accompanying these 
papers was a letter from the father and mother 
of the prisoner appealing in pathetic terms for 
clemency towards their son.

BREEZY CHAT BY CABLE. 


A CONVICT’S CLEVER KSCAPE FROM-A 
| FRENCH PRISON. 


He Forges an Order of Release Purporting 
to Be Signed by the Judge and the 
Cell-Doors Are Opened for His De- 
parture—How the Hohenzollerns Endear 
Themselves to the People—Marseilles 
Boodle Alderisen—Gossip of the Stage. 

PAkis, Dec. 4.—[Copyricht, 1886, by James 
Gordon Bennett.}—A remarkably skillful es- 
cape from the Mazas prison has just been 
effected by a prisoner named Altmeyer. 
reads like a page from Balzac, and for audacity 
and simplicity surpasses anything of the kind 
brought to light for many years. Altmeyer, 

who was waiting trial for having stolen 40, 000 

francs from a banker in the Boulevard Pois- 


soniere, was imprisoned in the Mazas during 


preliminary exammation before M. Villiers, 
Juge d'instruction. Altmeyer had noted 
every detail of the arrangement of the Judge's 
tables and chairs, and especially the spot 
where be usually placed his official stamp. On 
returning to his cell in the Mazas Altmeyer, 
who had carefully studiea M. Villers’ hand- 
writing, wrote on a sheet of paper the follow- 
ing to the director of the Mazas prison: 

Monsieur le Directeur: I have just received 
from the Procureur de la Republique an order to 
set at liberty one Altemeyer, confined in the 
Mazas since Oct. 23 on the charge of robbery, 
which now proves to be unfounded; so please 
sign, this evening, his release. Official papers 
and formalities will be forwarded to you tomor- 
row. Very truly; etc., 

VILLERS, Juge d' Instruction. 

Having written the above in a handwriting 
almost exactly like the Judge's, Altmeyer kept 
it carefully in bis pocket until Wedoesday, 
when be was again summoned before Judge 
Villers for furtner preliminary inquiries. Alt- 


meyer then succeeded, without being seen, td 
slip bis letter under the Judge's official stamp, 
and also managed to get hold of one of the 
Judge’s stamped envelopes. Altmeyer, then 
holding his letter, duly stamped, in his band, 
sad to a eendarme, Look bere, the Judge 
gives you tbis letter for the director 
of the Mazas. Would you mind hand- 
ing it to a Huissier who will put it 
in the post?” The unsuspecting gendarme 
said, “Tres bien, aud did as requested 
Altmeyer soon afterwards was sent back to 
the Mazas, where he was locked in bis cell and 
awaited the result of his daring experiment. 
About 8 in the evening his ceil was opened by 
the keeper, who showed Altmeyer an order for 
his immediate release, sigued by the. director 
of the prison. The keeper poiltely conducted 
Altmeyer through the corridors and trebly 
lucked and parred doors to the prison gates. 
Altmeyer made a courteous bow to the keep- 
er, and, with the words, Merci, adieu, dis- 
appeared. The next day the forgery was dis- 
covered by the Judge. All the machinery of 
the police has been put m motion to recapture 
Altmeyer, but so far without the success of 
obtaining even a trace of him.

How the Hohenzollerns Endear Themselves 
to the People—Notes and Comment.

The Marseilles Court of 
Assizes has deen occupied during the 
week by a sensational trial of three

francs as bribesto accept a contract for clear- 


im acesspool. M. Lapeyie, one of the Depu- 
ty Mayors, M. Charavel, Municipal Councilor 
and City Engineer, and M. Vals, Municipal 
Councilor, were condemned to pay 200 francs 
fine and to suffer civil degradation, which in- 
volves loss of all civil and political rights, and 
with regard to Lapeyie and Charavel the for- 
feiture of the decoration of the Legion of 
Honor, which they possessed. Charavel, who is 
the taller and more elegantly dressed of the 
two, wearing pointed shoes and one eye-giass, 
shook his fist at the jury when they pro- 
nounced the verdict, and shouted: ‘‘C’est une 
infamie!“ 0

‘THEY MEET BUT TO PART 


RETIRING MEMBERS OF THE COUNTY 
BOARD IN FINAL SESSION, 


Van Pelt Makes an Attempt to Show that 
the Board Has Been Well Managed and 
the Finances Economically Administered 
—Lists ot Appointments Made by the In- 
coming County Officers—That Republic- 
an Caucus—Ryan and the Warrants. 

The gavei fell with a dull thud.” It sound- 
ed through the board-room like the creaking 
of the hinges on the door of a disused sepul- 
ehre. It was the last meeting of the old Board 
of County Commissioners. All were present 
except Mr. Hannigan, who was confined to bis 
bed by sickness. ‘The retiring members are 

Lynn, Niesen, Hannigan, Van Pelt, and Leyden. 

The contract with Harry Byrne for the beat- 
ing apparatus at the insane asylum was the 


first thing taken up and was ratified by the 
board. When the Charities Committee re 
ported, one item fora wagon. $250, was read 
by the clerk, Mr. Hemmeigam jumped to bis 
feet and said be was informed the “* wagon ” 
Was a“ buggy” end that it was intended for 
Mr. Frey, tne warden of the infirmary. He 
wanted to know what protection the county 
bad from Mr. Frey takmg it away with bim 
when he lett the infirmary. 

Mr. McCarthy denounced Hemme)garn for 
this remark. ‘* You might just as well say Mp. 
Frey intended stealing the wagon, and it is not 
right for any member to make such remarks 
without some reason theretor.“ 

Ido not say Mr. Frey wouid steal it,” re- 
sponded Hemmeigarn, ** because I do not know 
that he would, and I do not charge anything I 
do not know. But I do think the county 
should be protected.”” Mr. Wren tried to bluff 
Hemmelgarn for such truthful talk, but 
gave up tus task, and when a vote was taken 
toe DIN was Ordered paid. 

Billa to the amount of $82,897 were ordered 
paid. Van Pelt then made a farewell speech, 
in substance as follows: 


Any person not acquainted with the facts from 
what is daily published of the extravagance of the 
County Board would certainly suppose and be- 
lieve that the county revenue has increased at a 
rate equal certainly to the legitimate demands 
upon it, if not to a greater extent. We have far 
more to care for in the poorhouse, hospital. 
Sto. titan a dozen years ago. With crum ling 
buildings to repair, erected by our predecessors, 
some of whom are now posing as reformers and 
economists, we have an average yearly rev- 
enue not in e ss of twelve years » 
It is a fact that * the average annual rev- 
enue for the twe years from 1871 to 1983 was 
$800,000 for the last three years it has only been 
$7%,000. What do you think of it? And who is 
responsible for these misrepresentations of facts? 
Those who are yearly defrauding the public out 
of millions of dollars of tax money, piling u 
their wealth at the expense of the poorer — 
middle classes of citizens, who are compelled to 
pay five times their just share of taxes while 
they themselves go relatively tax free. These 
raise the cry of extravagance and fraud inst 
others, while they do the robbing themselves. 
When the true state of affairs is understood the 
honest, honorable citizens of Cook County will 
do us the tardy justice we are entitled to. The 
present board is the most economical in the his- 
tory of Cook County, and if it is not so what 
must have been the measure of extravagance 
practiced by our predecessors! 

A mass of figures were then read to show that 
since 1871 the revenue for county purposes had 
been steadily decreasing and the number of in- 
mates in the hospital, insane asylum, and poor- 
house had been 2 increasing. If the gross 
revenue appropriated for county purposes dur- 
ing the last three years had been as mueh per 
person receiving assistance from the county as 
was the average during the twelve preceding 
years the total revenue would have been® 2. 198. 
743 per year, instead of $1.418,135, as it has aver- 
aged. e then made the following comparisons:

But our friends say: “ You have bankrupted 
the county“ How was it to be helped? And is 


this the first time the county has been in debt? 
In 1872, 74. 75, ‘76, "77, and 78 the boards made 
temporary loans. The only difference between 
now and then is, they paid interest on loans and 
we do not, 

As to our bankruptcy, no county in the world 
with an equal number of inhabitants has so 
small an indebtedness as the County of Cook. 
And after all the efforts of the press and other 
interested parties to injure her credit, her 4 per 
cent bonds are worth ui per cent premium to- 
day. You have heard no newspaper say that the 
present board paid $460,000 of county bonds last 
year, thereby reducing the interest 80,000 per 
annum. 

Every member who goes out of this board to- 
day will retire proud, if nothing else, of the im- 
provement in the public service that we have 
created during its existence. I refer to such as 
are termed by some the monuments of our ex- 
travagance. He then went on to laud the pres- 
ent condition of the Hospital and Insane Asylum 
and to compare them with what they once were. 

The retiring members of the board deeply re- 
gret that they have not been able to carry out 
all the reforms which they intended and which 
they have inaugurated. Among these were the 
leasing of the abstract books and the attempted 
doubling of the county assessment, both of 
which he defended. 

At present there is a cry fora reform in the 
jury system, and I will assert here that not one 
person—certainly not those who write the lead- 
ing articles in the public press—knows or under- 
stands anything about what the petit-jury system 
in Cook County is. I will further guarantee that 
they have not looked into the matter and faced 
the facts, and that not one of them can suggest 
another system so free from opportu- 
nities of abuse as the present one. 
As to grand juries, the simple question is whether 
fifteen men representing the various sections of 
the county would be any more likely to select in- 
competent persons than a commission of a few 
persons who had not a thorough acquaintance 
throughout the country. 

We retire proud of the condition and manage- 
ment of our public institutions. And we may 
well be proud of them, for they are the best and 
finest of the kind in the world. 

Mr. Casseiman then moved that the address 
be printed in the record for information, which 
was ordered. 

Mr. McCarthy asked that a vote of thanks 
be tendered the retiring Commissioners for the 
faithful discharge of their duties, which car- 
ried unanimously, and then Mr. Lynn, with 
tears in his eyes, moved that the board ad- 
journ sine die, which was concurred in.

SIGNING COUNTY WARRANTS. 


County Clerk Ryan Completes the Work to 
the Legal Limit. 

The last baten of county orders were signed 
by the County Treasurer yesterday, completing 
the $285,000 and exbaustmg the 78 per cent 
limit of the tax levi. This leaves in the 
neighborhood of $300,000 yer unsigned. Ali 
salaries have been signed up to date, and the 
warrauts that are still outstanding are con- 
tractors’ warrants or orders to the business- 
men who furnish the suppiies for the county. 

County orders are now bought by brokers at 
a discount of from lv tol5 per cent. The per- 
centage has increased during the last few 
months, owing to the fact that no money can 
be bad from the Treasury before the taxes are 
cvliected next pring. Early in te year the 
County Treasurer used to pay off a batch of 
warrants every now andthen when tbe neces- 
gary cash was in the Treasury. The orders 
were caliedin according to number and date, 
and the brokers, by keeping posted on the num- 
bers last paid, could estimate how long they 
would be compelled to hold the orders 
before they. would be paid. They had 
some prospects of getting them cashed 
after a short time and could afford to have 
them as low as 7 or 8 per cent. The discount 
dep-nded upon the number of the warrant 
and the consequent time of holding it. Ten 
per dent was taken on late numbers frequent- 
ly. But afew months ago the County Treas- 
ury was exhausted compietely, and the pay- 
ments every few months were stopped. Since 
then all warrants have to be held tul next May 
or June, when the tax money will eome in. 
Hence the raise. Some brokers have oc- 
casionally gone as high as 20 per cent, but 
these are exceptions. Ten to 15 per cent is the 
usual discount. Jurors’ certificates sell. a 
little lower on account of their preterred posi- 
uon according to law.

THAT REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 


What Republican Members Who Did Not 
' Attend Say of It, 

The Republican caucus of County Commis- 
siopers was the subject of a great deal of talk- 
ing, bantering, and quarreling among the Com- 
missioners yesterday. The only new Commie 
sioners who put in an appearance in the Board 
rooms were Aldrich and Kngeihar t. Pot 
declared that they intended to stand by the 
nominee of their caucus. They denied em- 
phatically that they had any second choice or 
would under any circumstances vote for 
another man. If the other side get their eight 
votes—that is to say, if Kiehm elects himselt 
by his own vote—they would still go on record 
as voting for Neilson. It was nota mere com- 
plimentary vote that they intended to give 
bim, but their substantial support.

“J have my reasons for 
not going into the caucus and I'll say this 
about it: Idon’t think the organization of 
the board and the committees are of para- 
mount importance. Reform ought to begin in 
the board. If a majority of a committee 
bring in a report and the minority think itis 
wrong let them get facts and figures to lay 
before the board and then no honest man 
would vote for it. The committees 
don’t amount to so very much as they try 
to make of them. The board should exercise 
control. I shail not consider myself bound by 
the action of the caucus. If I had agreed to 
anything I should consider myself under obii- 
gation, but as itis I do not. Inever was ar- 
proached. No one ever spoke to me about 
the organization until the call for the caucus 
was handed me, without a word of expiana- 
tion.” 

Mr. Aldrich said: It is idie for Oliver to 
claim that he was not approacbed. I didn’t 
see bim myself, but several men were round 
to see him.“

EX-PRESIDENT ARTHUR S WILL, 


His Property Divided Between His Two 
Children—A Model Document. 

New York, Dec. 4.—The will of the late ex- 
President Chester A. Arthur was offered for 
probate today in the Court of Common Pleas, 
special term, before Judge Wookstaver. This 
proceeding was necessary on account of Sur 


rogate Rollins bemg one of the ex- 
ecutors named in the will Messrs. 
Devlin and Miller appeared for the 


propovents. Messrs. Rastue S. Ransom, James 
A. Briggs, and James C. Reed, the three sub- 
scribing witnesses to the will, made the cus- 
tomary depositions as to the execution of the 
will. There was no opposition, but on account 
of the absence of Mr. Elihu Root, special 
guardian for Miss Arthur, further proceed- 
ings were adjonrned until Monday. The fol- 
lowing is a copy of the will, which is a model 
of its kind for brevity and simplicity: 
First—I direct my executors, hereinafter 
named, to pay all my Just debts and funeral ex- 
uses. 
"leven give and bequeath to my faithful and 
devoted servant, Bridget Smith, the sum of 8500. 
Third—I give, devise, and bequeath all my es- 
tate, real and personal, to — said executors, or 
such of them gs shall qual ry and take upon 
emselves the execution of this, my will, and 
e survivor of them to have and to hold upon 
the following uses and trusts and for the pur- 
poses following—to-wit: In trust to divide the 
sale into two equal parts or shares, and to collect 
the income, rents, issues, and profits 
of each of such shares, and, after pay- 
ment of all legal and necéss expenses, to 
apply the income of one of such shares to the use 
of tay son, Chester Alan Arthur, until he shall 
attain the age of 30 years, and when he shall at- 
tain such age of 30 years then to assign, transfer, 
convey, pay over, and deliver said last-mentioned 
share to my said son. If my said son die before 
me, or before attaining such age of 30 years, then 
and in either af such events I give, 
devise, and bequeath said share to his 
issue living athis death, and in default of such 
issue to my daughter, Elien Herndon Arthur.

THE ARMOUR 


A MAGNIFICENT TESTIMONY OF THE 
BOUNTY OF JOSEPH ARMOUR,

To $100,000 Bequeathed by Him for the 
Parpose F. D. Armour Added $150,000 
and Carried Out His Brother's Design 
—Kindergarten School, Creche, Dispens- 
ary, and Church Combined—The Interior 
Arrangement Indicative of Much Good 
Taste—Formai Dedication Today. 

The Armour Mission, located on the south 
east corner of Thirty-tuird and Bu 

streets, will be formally dedicated and opened 

today. The building is a very handsome one, 

both in respect to its exterior appearance and. 
its interior furnishing and fixtures. It ia built 
of brown stone up to the main floor, and in 
pressed brick to the roof. Towers rise from 
the east and west sides of the structure - and 
produce a very pieasing architectural effect. 
All of the woodwork visible from the sidewalks 


is in polished red oak, and it is plainly evident 


that nofhing has been neglected to combine 
The interior 
the building is in entire har 
mony with the exterior, and cannot 
fail to leave the impression that neither money 
nor pains bas been spared in producing the 
best results. The wtention is to make the 
institution something more than the name im- 
plies, and with that end in view provision has 
been made for a kindergarten school, a 


créche, and a free dispensary with a regular 
physician in charge. The basement floor bas 
been given over for these purposes, and wm 
be so used in the future. The dispensary has 
been in operation fortwo weeks and the kin- 
dergarten since last Monday. The créche, or 
day nursery department, will be opened this 
week, ana it is expected will prove a great 
help to many poor women in the neighborhood. 
The rooms to be devoted to this object have 
been fitted up with every essential apoocint- 
ment, including baths, kitchen, etc. Provision 
bas also been made tor a large reading-room 
on this floor, where all the leading papers and 
periodicais will be found. 

Ascending the broad, polisbed oak staircase, the 
main flour is reached, and here, as on the floor 
below, the same simple elegance of everything 
is observed. The large square room in the 
north west corner is designed for reception pur 
poses, while the corresponding room im the op- 
posit-corner is intended for the infant class of 
tne Sunday-school. Passing through the main 
Dall the auditorium is reached, with a seating 
capacity for 358 persons, exclusive of the class 
rooms, separated from it by foiding giass 
doors, and which, when occasion demands, vaa 
be thrown open and 400 additional seats pro- 
vided. There are four of these class roomson 
either side of the main auditorium, and direct- 
ly under the gallery. so that when the doors 
are opened the effect of a very large room is 
produced. The platform isin the south end 
of the room and can be reached from the front 
or from either side. The organ, which cost 
something over $5,000, is over the platform 
and on a level with the gallery. As ie tae 
room in which the mission proper will be con- 
ducted, it is of course fitted up as the interior 
of a chureb. stal! windows ex- 
tend along botb sides, while the interior double 
sky-light is also of stained glass. The main 
floor is neatly carpeted and fitted up with 
folding cbairs, while the gallery floor 
ise covered with cocoa mattem ana also - 
fitted with folding chairs. The sea 
capacity of the gallery is 440. Two handsomely 
furnisbed small rooms, one of which will de 
used as the pastor's study, communicate with 
the platform. Inthe north of tne 
and somewhat higher than the gallery. is the 
lyceum, witha seating capacity for 260 per- 
sons. It is separated from the gallery by fo.d- 
ing glass doors, which can be opened when 
necessary, and which makes the actual seating 
capacity of tne building 1,458, without crowd- 
ing any one, Over 2,000 persons could be 
accommodated with seats, every one within 
sight and hearing of a person speak- 
ing trom the piatform. As mentioned 
above, the opening services take piace 
today, 7:30 p. m. bem the hour. The Rev. 
Dr. Henry M. Scudder of Piy mouth Cb the 
Rev. Dr. J. H. Hollister, Superintendent of the 
Sunday-sehool, J. V. Farwell Jr., and the Rev. 
J. D. MeCord, pastor of we mission, all bemg ’ 
down for addresses. There will be music by 
the choir and by a chorus of 30 voices, floral 
decoranons, and nearly every worsbiper from

intended to be aon-sectarian, and expected 
to cover the territory between Thirty-first and 
Thirty-ninth streets north and south and State 
street and Portland avenue east and west. 
The erection of the buliding and 
the provision for its maintenance resulted 
from the interest taken in the old Plymouth 
Mission by the late Joseph Armour, a brother 
to P. D. On his death be left the sum of $100,- 
000 for the purpose and appointed his brother 
to carry out the provisions uf the will. Philip 
D. added about $150,000 to the amdunt. and 
soon after secured the lot bounded by Thirty- 
third, Butterfield, Tuirty-fourth, and Dear- 
born streets, voly a portion of which, bowever, 
was used for the mission building. The ques- 
on of maintenance was then con and 
the conclusion arrived at that it could best be 
solved by the erection of a rowof fifteen 
houses. each with three flats. This work was 
commenced a few months since, and already 
the block bas reached the second story. Every 
house will be in keeping with the mission 
building, and will be constructed of brown 
stone up to tae main floor, and then of pressed 
brick to the roof. They will be handsome, sub- 
stantial structures, and wili add largely to the 
value of property in the neighborhood. It is 
estimated that the cost of .maintaining the 
mission will approximate $14,000 per an- 
num, that the net vroceeds 
irom the rent of the  forty*five 
flats will be sufficient to meet all expenses of 
the former. It is thus that a splendid work 
has been endowed, and Phil Armour bas erect- 
ed a lasting monument to bis broth- 
er's name. 

The Plymouth Mission, which today becom 
the Armour Mission, was largely supported by 
Joseph Armour, and occupied the same terri- 
tory. The original idea was a mission pure 
and simple., and the fact that other features 
have been added is the result of P. D. Armour’s 
bounty. The Sunday-schoo!l already numbers 
500 scholars and the congregation 200 persons. 
A corps of sixty officers and teachers will be 
employed in the Sunday-school, mission work, 
and the kindergarten, with the Rev. Mr. Me- 
Cord at the head. Miss McNary will be in 
charge of the kindergarten, Dr. Scudder ot 
the dispensary, and Mrs. P. H. Beveridge of 
the organ and choir. The trust will be admin- 
istered by Messrs. P. D. Armour, W. J. Camp- 
bell, and J. C. Biack.

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MEN WANTED FOR WAR. 


GEN. VON MOLTKE’S APPEAL IN BE- 
HALF OF THE ARMY BILL. 


The German Government Likely to Win the 
Day in the Reichstag—A Fight Against 
Churchill in the English Cabinet—The 
Troubles of Ireland—King Milan of Ser- 
via as a Candidate for the Bulgarian 
Throne—General Foreign News. 

Bertin, Dec. 4.—Intense interest was mani- 
fested in today’s session of the Reichstag 
when it became khown that Dr. Windthorst, 
the Clerical leader, would declare the policy 
of the Centre, ana that Gen. von Moltke was 
prepared to speak. Dr. Windthorst’s speech 
was cautious and diplomatic, and left a doubt 
as to what the ultimate vote of the Centre 
would be. He opened by stating that he would 
not prejudice the vosition of bis party in sub- 
sequent divisions on the Military Septenate 
bill by a positive promise as to bow the Centre 
would vote. The final decision of tha party 
woula be known only when a division 
should be taken on the last reading. 
He did not believe it possible to meet the Gor- 
ern ment’s desire to dispose of the measure 
before Christmas, because be saw the neces 
sity of a detailed examination of the bill. Nor 
aid there seem any special reason for urgency 
arising from the immmence of war. The al- 
Hance with Austria constituted a present and 
lasting guerantee of peace in Europe. The 
Centre coulds not admit the septenate as & 
permanent principle; it would prefer to con- 
sider atrienate regulation. The expediency 
ot a two-years’ term of service was also doubt- 
ful. Still, the Centre was desirous of giving 
mature consideration to all existing circum- 
stances, would vote in favor of measures 
found to absolutely necessary. 

Gen. von Moltke said that all of the neigh- 
bors of Germany, on the left and on the right, 
were fully armed—a state of things which even 
a rich country was unable to bear for any 
length of time and which might lead to dec.s- 
ive events at an early date. For this reason it 
was necessary not to defer action on the meas- 
ure until after the expiration of the septenate. 
The preamble to the bill showed how far Ger- 
many was behind other States in the strength 
of her army and the taxation of her people. 
The French, tor instance, paid about double 
the sum paid by the German people, 
and an alliance with France would 
assure the peace of Europe. But.“ 
he continued, “such an alliance is 
impossibie while pubilc opinion in France 
imperiously demands the surrender of two 
provinces which we are strongly determined 
never to give up.“ [Cheers.| Continuing. be 
said that the alliance with Austria was valu- 
able, but a gregt State must rely upon its own 
strength. The measure under consideration 
had reference not alone to peace but to a War 
estabiishment, inasmuch as by the formation 
of new cadres the army would be raised toa war 
footing. The bill had been compiled with due 
regard to what was financially obtainable, but 
where weighty questions of military strength 
and the defense of the country were involved 
financial considerations must be put aside. 
„ This demand.“ be said, is made in behalf of 
the maintenance of peace, so laboriously pre- 
served. Our rejection of the bill will make us 
responsible for all the miseries attendant upon 
a bostile invasion. We have found it difficult 
enough to attain the unity of Germany. Let 
us upboid it, proving that we are united. The 
whole world knows that we do not contemplate 
conquest. May it also learn that we intend to 
keep what we have and are resolute and 
armed to this end.“ The conclusion of Count 
von Moltke’s speech was greeted with loud and 
prolonged cheers. 

Gen. von Schellendorff, Prussian Minister of 
War, referring to a remark of a Socialist 
speaker, said he would only give detailed ex- 
planations of the bili in committee if he could 
rely upon bis statements being treated confi- 
dentiaily. The bases of former military bilis 
were simple to those of the present bill, yet 
sharp eyes might detect a slight shade of dif- 
ference in the passage in the speech from the 
throne on the relations of Germany to foreign 
countries. Some difficulty, in fact, existed 
regarding the preservation of peace for any 
lengthened term. He continued: “An in- 
crease of the army will not only result 

preventing our becoming involved 
in war, but will also prove us 
ready to show proper vigor in the maintenance 
of peace. It wouid be rash either to overesti- 
mate or to undervalue possible opponents. 
France is working at we perfection of the de- 
taille of ber army. Even though we are quite 
confident that we are able at any moment to 
meet a foreign army our task must not be 
made difficult by our remaining far behind 
numericaliy."" He promised that at the first 
sittumg of the committee he would state the 
reasons why the measure was so urgent. He 
said that no chacge would be made in tae sys- 
tem of turiougbs nor was it intended to call 
up the reserves. In conclusion, he said he 
Was opposed to the idea of a two-years’ serv- 
ice system. He was certain the committee 
would accept all of the Government proposals. 

Herren Lanewerth and von Simmern op- 
posed the bill on the ground that me principie 
of the septenate deprived the country ot the 
control of the Government policy, and that 
maintaining a large army fostered a craving 
for conquest. 

The tenor of the debate is considered highly 
encouraging to the Government. All sections 
understand and approve Gen. von Scbellen- 
dorff's reasons for wishing to speak with 
frankness only in secret committee. The tone 
of every speaker, whether of the Centre, Pro- 
gressist, or Moderate party, was marked by an 
absence of a nou-possimus spirit. Gen. von 
Moltke's appeal tothe Reichstag for a unani- 
mous vote in favor of the Military bill made a 
deep impression, and is said to have converted 
many opponents of the measure. It is consid- 
ered certain that the bill will be passed. 


Labor Problems. 

BERLIN, Dec. 4.—(Copyright, 1886, by James 
Gordon Bennett. —I have interviewed Dr. 
Hirsch, the originator of the German trades- 
union movement, who bas just, for the second 
time, had a petition presented in the Reich- 
stag asking for formal State recognition of 
all Gewerkvereine similar to workingmen’s 
organizations. Dr. Hirsch tells me ne can 
count on the support of about 100 Deputies, 
including most of the Freissinig group, and 
of course all Social Democrats, but he knows 
his petition has no chance of acceptance. 
„Our opponents, said Dr. Hirsch, tear that 
workingmen will gain fresh power tor organ- 
izing strikes, and they say that if the petition 
is agreed to Social Democrats would make 
abusive use of the recognition.”’ 

The Government shows no siga of relaxing 
ite severity towards the Socialists. This week 
the police dissolved a meeting of work labor 
ers (seamen) at Lubeck because they had 
attempted to make a collection, although on 
the proposition of a Socialist present a vote of 
confidence in the good intentions of the Gov- 
ernment toward sea-faring folk bad actually 
been voted. It the law just laid down by the 
Supreme Court at Leipzig is not altered, the 
Reichstag will soon be as inaccessible to poor 
men as the House of Commons was before the 
Parnell agitation. It has been decided that 
members not only shall not be paid by the 
State, but also not allowed to draw political 
subsidies. Hasendever, a notorious Social 
Democrat, and Dirichlet, a weill-knowa Prog- 
reesist, had transgressed against this law, anc 
were ordered to refund the money to their 
supporters. 


German Briefs. 
Prince Bismarck is expected to arrive in

Prof. Schmoller and Max Lehmann have 
been elected members of the Prussian Academy 
in succession to Herren Wirtz and Buncker. 


The Berlin University has an attendance 
of 587 students, including 149 Americans.

A FIGHT AGAINST CHURCHILL, 


England’s Cabinet Threatened with Dis- 
ruption. 

Lonpon, Deo. 4.— [New York Times’ Special 
Cable. — Before Parl‘ament meets in January, 
udiess a miracie intervenes, the quarrel now 
sinoldering in the Tory Cabinet will have burst 
forth into flames. Though Lord Randoiph 
Churehiil of course is the storm centre, be bas 
a powerful backing inside the Ministry and a big 
majority following outside, and he probably will 


big cabal against Churchill, and which, I am 
told, bas already served Lord Salisbury with 
an ultimatem demanaing Churchill's dismissal 
on the penalty of a wholesale press revolt. 
Their indictment ranges from the Giant's 
Causeway to Spitbead. This Puck 
of polities does not binge to suit 
them; he has been too easy in Ireland and too 
severe in London corporations. His heresies 
in regard to land, education, and taxation 
alarm and pain what by courtesy is called the 
Tory mind. His Radicalism is ruining the party 
and must be stopped short. How long this 
tremendous pulling and hbauling can be 
kept up inside the Cabinet without a 
visible rupture it is dificult to say. 
Meanwhile it is making the Government ridic- 
ulous everywhere in general, and particularly 
in Ireland, which is the one place where it is 
of the utmost vital importance that this Gov- 
ernment should seem to know its mind. There 
is a pew policy there for every day im the 
week, with alternation of timidity and 
fierceness, and with the natural result that 
the quick witted Ireh leaders are already 
fortifiea, with a whole battery of ministerial 
decisions, against ministerial actions. One day 
the castle anthorities ride out and cut down 
popular privileges right and left, with no more 
regard for law than Gen. Roberts’ troops in 
Burma stow in dealing with the Dacoits. The 
next day the same authorities sit placidly 
and allow themselves to be bearded and 
bultied in a way unknown to the 
common law of any other land and say never 
a word. This irresolution is due of course to 
the varying progress of the row inside the 
Ministry, where now Lord Asbbourne and 
Lord Hartington have the upper band, and 
now Lord Churenili and Mr. Chamberiain are 
on top, for this unfortunate Government is 
ruled guite as much from the outside as 
from the inside, and the four men named 
are really the chiefs of the two contending 
factions, each of which has its contingent ot 
Tories and Unionists. Lord Ashbourne, 6s 
much by bis force of character as by bis pe- 
culiar fitness of nativity and interests, heads 
the old school Tory-Orange secuuns of 
the party in power, and has as his 
allies the most of the Whigs whom 
Lord Hartingtou led from the Liberal 
ranks. Lord Randolpn Churchill is the cap- 
tain ot all the progressive and adventurous 
elements in Torydom and is supported by the 
most of the Radicals who followed Mr. Cham- 
berlin in bis revolt against homerule. When 
P@rlament meets it will take very little to 
range these two forces into opposit 
camps more bitterly hostile toward each 
other than toward the third party. The most 
laggard imagination can picture the fine sea- 
son of guerrilla warfare, intrigue, coalition, 
and counter-coumbination which will ensue 
unless Lord Salisbury finds some way of heal- 
ing up the savage feud now existine. He may 
succeed in finding this way, but if he does not 
it will be the fault of either Churchill or his 
assailant in the Tory press. 

The conferences of the Liberal leaders with 
Mr. Gladstone at Hawarden are tending to a 
transference of the sub-leadership of the Lib- 
eral party in the House of Commons from Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt to Mr. John Morley, 
who hasbeen gradually gaining a complete 
ascendency over Mr. Gladstone, and is un- 
doubtediy the firmest and ablest Giadstonian 
in the old party. Harcourt meanwhile is 
veering round toward the Unionist view of 


Ireland, and may be expected to go over to. 


Lord Hartington and his faction by the next 
session. The Morley leadership impiies a 
movement of the Gladstonians in the direction 
of the disestablisnment of the Churen of En- 
giand and the abolition of the House of Lords 
as an hereditary body, and masses it pretty cer- 
tain that these radical points will soon be 
adopted as the leading planks of tae Liberal 
platform. 


IRELAND. 


Spedial Legislation to Be Adopted for Ire- 
land. 

Lonpon, Dec. 4.— [New York Mail and Ex- 
press’ Special Cable. I—At the Cabinet council 
which was held yesterday it was decided by 
the Ministry that, if the ordinary law and its 
active administration fall to prove sufficiently 
effective to check the anti-rent campaign in 
Ireland, the Government sbali at once proceed 
to supplement the present law oy special legis- 
lation. Immediately on the assembiing of 
Parliament, if this condiuon of necessity is 
judged to exist, they will demand urgency for 
a sweeping measure of coercion which sball be 
framed to meet all the points of the case and to 
enabie the conservatives to crush out 
all opposition in Ireland. The decision was 
taken by the Cabinet after bearing the reports 
of Sr Michael Hicks-Beach and Lord Ash- 
bourne to the effect that the Government 
prosecution of Dillion and O’Brien could not 
succeed, and that the proceedings in the Dillon 
case would be protracted endiesly by 
preliminary legal arguments on the promi- 
nent points which present themselves. The 
first dispute would be as to whether the obso- 
lete penal statute under which Dillon has been 
cited to appear before the court is applicable 


at this day under any circumstances; the seo- 


ond question would be wether oral evidence is 
admissibie. The Attorney-General for Ireland, 
Mr. Holmes, resists the production in court 
of any evidence unless substantiated in 
the form of an affidavit. Mr. Healy, éoun- 
eel for Mr. Dillon, refuses to file an 
affidavit. By these dissensions, the solu- 
tion of which is altogether uncertain, the 
hearing of the case may be protracted until 
the meeting of Parliament. In that event the 
Government will certainly urge a coercion bill. 

Gen. Sir Redvers Buller will enter nominally 
on bis duty as Under Secretary for lreland the 
ist of January. He is virtually already acting 
in that capacity, so that his purpose and line 
of conduct are already understuod. The Na- 
tonaliste are greatly disappointed in him. 
They are finding themselves thoroughly de 
ceived in expecting him to favor their cause. 
Wholesale arrests of moanlighters are taking 
place, and stringent measures are being pre- 
pared by the Dublin Executive aimed to strike 
hard at the Land League, proving that Gen. 
Buller is a silent and vigilant ehemy of their 
cause, and a thorough embodiment of the 
spirit of coercion govern ment.

The Government's Quandary, 

Dustin, Dec. 4.— [New York Times’ Special 
Cabie.}~—-Although an almost oppressive 
amount of rumors and threats is in the air, 
there is really very little tbat is substantial 
enough to cable. The Government have made 
a false move. and are confronted by the ad- 
missions of their owa law officers that their 
course is illegal. Only too often in the history 
of Ireland that has proved no bar to 
further action, but the present proxy 
rulers of Ireland are weak men at the 
best and distraught by divided counsels. 
Driven by the outcry of the landlords from an

oute trustees holding tenants’ rents, and to 
proclaim all meetings announced to be beid 
for the purpose of enforcing the anti-rent 
program. 

The coercive policy of the Government is 
approved by Lord Hartmgton. The Liberal- 
Unionist conterence which meets Tuesday will 
be asked to affirm the necessity of vindicating 
the law and the rigents of property in Ireland. 


A Vigorous Campaign Against the League 
to Be Inaugurated. 

LONDOR, Dec. 3.—A Dublin correspondent 
telegraphs that the Irish Executive, in conse- 
quence of the proceedings at yesterday’s Cab. 
net Oouncil, is preparing fora determined 
struggle against the Irish National League. 
The proposed warfare, the telegram asserts, 
will include proclamations of all league meet- 
ings and the arrests of prominent anti-rent 
agitators. The agent adds that he has reasoa 
to beheve that the seizure of the newspaper 
United Ireland has also been decided upon by 
the Government. 


KING MILAN NOW TALKED OF. 


Servia’s Ruler Named as a Candidate for 
the Bulgarian Throne. 

Beiorape, Dec. 4.—King Milan will receive 
the deputation of Bulgarian notables tomor- 
row. It is reported bere that the Bulgarian 
Regency will make overtures to King Milan to 
induce him to become a candidate for the Bul- 
g@ian throne, with a view to arranging a 
union between Servia, Eastern Roumelia, and 


Bulgaria.

Lonpon, Deo, 4.—{New York Times’ Special 
Cable. — The Standard coolly tel!s Lord Salis- 
bury that the foreign portion of his policy is 
the only portion which the Englisn people find 
intelligent or respectabie. Perhaps this is the 
case, because it is the part least ciearly de- 
fined and understood. Nobody can find out 
what the English attitude toward the forth- 
coming Buigarian delegation will be or wheth- 
er Lord Salisbuty will accept the Mingrelian 
Prince if Russia puts him seriousiy forward. 
The truth seems to be on botgpoints that Eu- 
ustria wili do, 
The visitmg Buigars are expected to reach 
Pesth today, where they will probably be made 
the objects of a great Magyar demonstration. 
They are booked to arrive at Vienna Monday, 
but there is no information yet whether Kal- 
noky will receive them. This will really be a 
tert question. It is pretty certain that Russia 
asked both Vienna and Berlin to decline to ro- 
ceive the Bulgartans. If Kalnoky, in the face 
of this, recognizes them and their mission it 
will be a public announcement that the Drei- 
kaiserbund is a thing of the past. Thencefor- 
ward Austria will stand out in relief as the 
sponsor of Bulgarian liberty in antagonism to 
Russia. It will then be interesting tosee if Ber- 
Un also receives them, but this is not vital since 
Germany is not needed as an active factor in 
this Anglo-Austro-[taiian alliance which 
Kainoxy will either prociaim or postpone 
Monday. As forthe Mingrelian gummy, | still 
believe, as I said before, that he is not the actual 
candidate, and that Russia bas no candidate.

Ali the malignant 
activity which prevailed in Russian 
consulates lu Bulgaria and Roumelia 
before Kaulbars’ retreat is now transferred to 
kindrea bat-beds of conspiracy in Roumania 
and Servia, with grave probabilities of bad re- 
sults. Turkey, after leaning tor some weeks 
toward England, now lurebes in a Russian d. 
rection, but without much alarm being caused. 
Here the potion is that the Turk is buly mak- 
ing afeint of Muscovite prociivities witha 
view of forcing Engiand to raise her price. 
This probably accounts in part for the change, 
but it is also to be borne in mind that a great 
majority of the influential Pashas save long 
been pensioners of Russia, and they are able 
to give a considerable pro-Russian twist to 
any policy the Sultan may resolve on. It is 
open talk among the Englien officers that if 
Engiand should enter war with Turkey as an 
ally the first essential will probably be to shoot 
the most of the Pasbas commanding troops 
anc to put guards around all the others. 

It sounds paradoxical that England, the rich- 
est country in Europe, sbould be unabie to 
compete in the matter of bribery with Russia, 
which is worse than bankrupt; but the En- 
giish Ministry has to account to Parliament and 
the pubiic for every penny it handles, wulle 
the Russian Ministers scarcely make a pre- 
tense of accounting even ior the gross 
amounts, to say nothing of the details. All 
the Russians are permitted to know is that the 
public debt increases something like $200, 000. 
000 yearly and is now considerably over 84,000. 
000,000, About balfof this is held in Ger- 
many, and has long been a highly profitable 
plaything of the bourses of Berlin and Frank- 
fort, where speculators and benkers combine to 
unload worthiess paper on the genera! public. 
Within the last two months the better ciass of 
German papers have been loudly protesting 
against allowing another Russian loan to ve 
put on the German market, with the result 
that Russia bas now bad togoto Paris to ask 
for money. Judge from recent exampies of 
French credulity in finance the loan will prob- 
ably be raised. 

Everybody is raising money, in fact, with a 
view to an armed crash in the spring. I hear 
that Churchill is going to ask for a big supple- 
mentary vote of credit soon after Parliament 
meets to increase the navy and fortifications 
of Aden, Cyprus, and Port Hamilton, and give 
the Government a full band tor hiring cruisers 
ifthe necessity arises. There wiil also be a 
proposal to augment the Iadian army. It is 
not likely that there will be much opposition 
to these projects, since it is recognized by ail 
parties that astormy time is ahead. There 
will be, however, considerabie complaint about 
the mismanagement of military and navai ex- 
penditures. 

Herr Richter’s speech in the Reichstag shows 
that the vote to increase the German army is 
going through more easily than was expected. 
He made it clear that the liberal opposition is 
largely formal, and that all parties in Germany 
realize the imminence of a grand struggle to 
hoid what was gained in 1871. If anything can 
secure peace now it will be the spectacie of 
German union on this point.

FRANCE’S CABINET CRISIS. 


A Review of the Situation—Will the Res- 
ignations Be Accepted ? 

Panis, Dec. 4.—[New Lord Times’ Special 
Cabie.|—Out of the biue the bolt came, as 
Gallic bolts generally do. Just when nobody 
expected an even ordinarily serious division 
the Ministers are gayly tipped out of office 
without so much as a word of warning. It is 
impossible to blame them if they feel badly 
used. Thursday the childish Chamber con- 
sidered a long-standing and well- mat ured pro- 
posal to abolish the Under-Secretaries of sub- 
Ministers, for wuion a fair case was made out, 
and negatived it by a majority of 24. Friday 
up leaps Raoul Duval and proposes the aboli- 
tion of sub-prefecte—a far more important 
matter, for which practically there was ng 
case whatever made oul—and the Chamber as- 
sents by a majority of 13. In vain the Min- 
isters pointed to the foliy of an act 
paralyzing public business to no earthiy 
purpose, and promised to prepare a bill 
with all feasible reductions in the number of 
sub-prefects. But the Deputies insisted on 
impuise, with the result that the Republic, in 
the face of the gravest foreign dangers it bas 
yet confronted, is left without a Ministry. I 
do not imagine that the thing can be seriously 
taken by M. de Freycinet, although no news 
from the Eiysée has today reached me. It 
seems safe to assume that good sense there 
will bridge the crisis, but if M. de Freycinet 
bad a little of the irresponsible folly which 
marks a majority of the Chamber of 
France she would be in a state of absolute 
belplesness at the feet of ner foes, Today, if 
he insisted on having the resignations accept- 
ed, no device could postpone a general eleo- 
tion more thana month. With such an Mus- 
tration of silliness on the part of the 
Chamber Heaven only knows what a 
new Chamber must be like or when the chance 
for stabie government would dawn again. 
If M. Ferry even had a chance of returning to 
power the killmg of Haitee, the interpreter of 
the Tonguin Frontier Limitation Com mission, 
coming s soon on the deatn of M. Bert, would 
have made bim entirely impossible for tne 
moment. Rochefort is working both calami- 
ties with great assiduity and bitterness to 
show the fatality and wickedness of the Ton- 
quin adventure. Whoever else may profit oy 
yesterday's folly M. Ferry certainiy will not.

MAKING IT HOT FOR CURRAN. 


Expelled from the County Democratic Cen- 
tral Committee. 

Jobn J. Curran was practically read out of 
the Democratic party last nigut at the closing 
meeting of the Cook County Democratic Cen- 
tral Committee for 1886, charges of unfaithful- 
ness to the Democratic ticket at the late elec 


tion being referred to the Committee on Disci- 
pline, with instructions to report recommend- 
ing bis expulsion from the committee. As the 
term is practicaily closed the only effect is to 
disgrace Curran politically. The meeting was 
held at the Sherman Houss. 

The report of Treasurer Donnersberger of 
the Campaign Committee was read, showing 
receipts and expenditures to the amount of 
518.718. That's nearly a dollar a vote, said 
M. C. MebDonald. The list of members of the 
new committee elected last summer was read 
and Chairman Colvin announced that a meet- 
ing would be called Wednesday to organize it.

J. H. Hildreth took che floor to make a say- 
age onslaught on John J. Curran for his con- 
duct durmg the last campaign. It will be re- 
membered that Curran tried to get the nomina- 
tion for Congress away from Frank Lawler, 
and later on called aconvention and had an 
opvomition candidate nominated against Hu- 
dreth for the State Senate. Hildreth said that 
Curran bad done more than any other man to 
destroy the committee and the Democratic 
party in the Fifth Senatorial District. 

“He succeeded in getting into our ranks 
through my support because I thought there 
was an honest bair on his head. And tonight 
the first man I beard speak when I entered this 
room was this man advising this committee 
what to do. With shame unto himself if it 
were possible that his skull were sufficiently 
thin——. ”” 

The Chairman interrapted the irate Alder- 
man and told him that charges must be pre- 
ferred in writing. Hildreth replied that he was 
merely prefacing his charges ana continued; 
“T never thought the man would have the 
cheek to come into this committee after his ac- 
tion in the last campaign, but be bas the cheek 
of all the devils in heli to come here, Curran 
entered a mild sort of a protest asking if he 
was on trial. He was told he would get a 
change to reply. 

Hildreth said he would prove that Currin “in 
his own hearth” folded the ballot and hired 
the man that was to buy the nomination to 
Congress and the ballots were burnt 
in Hildreth’s home, He also prom- 
ised to tell bow much money Cur- 
ran had prepared to use in the campaign. 
I teil you, gentlemen, and I'll bring witnesses 
to prove it, that ne employed men to stuff the 
box to make him Congressman, and I would 
not let them. I'll bring the men who were to 
stuff the box. I'll bring witnesses who will be 
believed 365 days in the year, where he (Cur 
ran) will not be believed at all. His own 
brother win hardly believe him, and certainly 
his sisters will not.“ He moved that tne 
charges, which had been put in writing, be 
referred to the Committee on Disejpitne wit 
instructions to report, and recommending the 
expulsion of Curran. 

Committeeman O’ Hager said that Curran bad 
gent the Democrats in the Second Congres 
sional and Fifth Senatorial Districts circulars 
asking them not to vote for Lawier, Hildreth, 
and Prendergast. Curran attempted to deny 
it, but O’Hager said the. circulars had been 
sent to bis owa home through the mail aad by 
Curran’s carriers. Then be charged that Cur- 
ran had offered him and bis associates money 
to follow in his corrupt footsteps. This was 
too much for Curran, who found he had a 
bigger nest of wasps about his ears than be 
ipposed, and be burriedly left the pail.

CONGRESSMEN’S SALARIES. 


They Appear Very Important te Most of 
the Statesmen. 

There are some fifteen or twenty members 
vf the House of Kepresentatives who do not 
draw their pay regularly every month, but let 
it accumulate in the hands of the Sergeant-at- 
Arms, to whom they give orders on the United 
States Treasurer. Among these ig Congress 
man Bill Scott of Erie, Pa. He has not drawn 
a dollar of bis salary for the present Congress 
from the Sergeant-at-Arms, and there is over 
$8,000 to his credit in the office of that official, 
including mileage, ete. The majority of the 
members, however, draw their money recu- 


larly, and in several instances there are some 
who have overdrawn. This is done at the 
risk of the Sergeant-av-Arms, and the money 
advanced igs that deposited with him to the 
credit of those who have not drawn for several 
months, 

There are a number who do not draw a cent 
from the beginning of a session until its ciose, 
when they get n ma lump, and during the 
recess bave a draft sent to them the first of 
each month for their salary for the month 
previous. There are some iwenty-tive or thirty 
who draw quarterly, or every four or five 
months. One ortwotake it but once a year, 
and several only twice a year. It is said that 
one Ohio member has not touched a cent of 
bis salary as Congressman for six months. It 
is also said that the Sergeant-at-Arms is in a 
hole to the tune of several nundred dollars in 
accommodating one Ohio statesman who will 
not bea member of the Fiftieth Congress. 
Cooper of the Mount Vernon district is one of 
those who do not troubie the Sergeant-at-Arms 
very often, but usually gets his money in the 
sbape of a draft fora good large figure. 80 
far as other Ohio Congressmen are concerned, 
the Sergeant-at-Arms does not keep on band 
much cash belonging to them, as they keep 
their accounts pretty evenly balanced. The 
system of the Sergeant-at-Arms is that of a 
regular banking establishment, and a separate 
account is kept with each member. 

It is said to be a remarkable fact that the 
majority of the members from south of Mason 
and Dixon's line live upto their salaries, ana 
in many instances some of these get their puy 
discounted for several months in advance by 
the city banks, or get the Sergeant-at-Arms to 
arrange itfor them. Usually these transac 
tions are made by that official, who advances 
the money.” He ciaims, it is stated, that 
he gets the notes discounted by loca 
brokers or bankers. The transactions 3 in 

ne 
Congressman is said to bave got bie salary ad- 
vanced for a year. He bad his life insured for 
the benefit of the party who arranged the 
transaction. The latter was thus protected in 
the event of the debtor’s death, asany balance 
due a deceased Congréseman or any extra pay 
voted cn his account is paid to hig widow or 
some other member of bis family. 

When a Congressman is bard up and wants 
to sell ** bis time he calls on the Sergeant-at- 
Arms or some other person in a position abie 
to accommedate him—usaaliy the former— 
and executes hie receipts on the United States 
Treasurer for the month that, if be lives, he 
would be entitied to compensation as a Con- 
gressman, and makes them payable for the 
consecutive months coverme the time for 
which bis wages ure advanced. Then he is 
required by bis benefactor Or broker to take 
out a short-time life-insurance policy, so 
that if be should in the meantime be over- 
taken by the dread destroyer before the last 
receipt matares the usurer ie made safe by 
the insurance company. Generally, how- 
ever, a number of those who are hard up get 
their notes discounted through the Sergeant- 
at-Arms. The latter claims, it is said, that be 
gets them discounted in the city banks, the 
Serweant-at-Arms being the indorser, but the 
indigent statesman secures that officia) by 
having his life insured in bis favor. These 
transactions usually take piace prior to a Con- 
gressionai election. It is said during former 
administrations of the office of Sergeant-at 
Arms of the House of Representatives the dis- 
counts for loans of this character largely ex- 
ceeded the salary of tne Sergeant-at-Arms.— 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 


ABDUL HAMID. 


His Fear of .Plots—A Ruler Who Reads 
Petitions. 

The present Sultan is a man who sits quaking 
in hie Kiosk at Yildiz with his nerves all un- 
strung from fear of plots and nis ears wide 
open to every suggestion for securing, not the 
safety of his dominivas, but his own personal 
safety, writes a correspondent. To see him go 
to the mosque on a Friday in a closed carriage 
is a humiliating spectacle to old Turkish offi- 
cers, who remember how proudiy Abdul Med- 
jid and Abdul Aziz used to ride on horseback 
through crowded streets to St. Sophia. Abdul 
Hamid never lets anybody know an hour be- 
forehand to which mosque be will go for the 
Selamlik. Visitors who bave been invited to 
view the sight from the corps de garde opposit 
the new mosque, Which stands close to the pal- 
ace gates, watch regiment after regiment march 
up the hill to Yildiz without any certainty that 
the ceremony will be held at this particular 
mosque after all. It often bappeus that of a 
sudden cavalry and infantry, visitors in cubs 
and carriages, and sightseers on foot have to 
make a stampede down bill and race off to 
some other mosque a mile away. Yet, if there 
is any danger for the Sultan's life or liberty, 
it can be only in his ow palace, and not in 
the open streets. Wherever he goes men bow 
down before him with abject reverence. He 
could ride through any part of the city with- 
out risk of harm, and if by mischance some 
madman were to raise a voice against bim the 
insult would be imstantliy avenged dy any 
Mussulman standing near. Faith in the Sul- 
tan's power and justice is kept up among the 
people by the privilege which the bumbiest 
tolk enjoy ot presenting petitions to bis Ma- 
esty. While the troops are being marshaied 
for the Selamlik you may see a small 
crowd of wretched-looking people of both 
sexes with petitions in their bands, who 
are being ranged by a court official in a con- 
spicuous position on the road which the Sultan 
bas to pass. Flourishes of trumpets announce 
his Majesty's comme: thousands of soldiers in 
fez, cattan, and turban—biack troops from 
Nubia and bro f soldiers from Thrace— 
present arms faise guttural cheers; about 
a hundred fleld-marsuals, generals, and staff- 
officers, biazing with stars and walking eight 
abreast, precede his Majesty's carriage, and 
then the Sultan himself is seen for just a few 
seconds. Though it may be a beautiful au- 
tumnal day, neither cold nor bot, be sits 
either in a brougham or in an open carriage 
with the bood-up. if there be visitors of dis- 
tinetion in the corpe de garde he leans forward 
for an instant and makes a sign of the band. 
Again he is seen for a half minute as be de- 
sends from his carriage and mounts 
the steps of the mosque, where he 
turus round and salutes the whole crowd 
by lifting two fingers to his fez. Meanwhile 
au aide-de-camp has run forward to collect all 
the petitions, which are placed in one of the 
imperial carriages, and it seems that these 
petitions are always read, and that many of 
them are granted to the full in a hbigh-handed, 
lordly, capricious way, which makes the dis- 
pensation of imperial grace something like the 
drawing of aprize in a lottery. However, 
every case of lavish bounty or of wrong re- 
dressed (and there are some such cases every 
week) strikes deep on popular imagination, 
and serves in a clumsy fashion to keep official 


extortioners and bullies in order. One hears 
of pasbas dismissed through tbe titions of 
old women who have trampedto Yildiz from 


the most distant villages of Arabia. These 
things are not fictions; and, in all that relates 
to the sudden setting-up of setting down of 
piacemen, the rule of Abdul Hamid differs 
little from that of Haroun-al-Rasebid,

HOW TO APPRECIATE. 


He Was No Fool Who First Invented a Bed 
Did Paddy Ryan Lie Abed Too Long?— 
A Lazy Man’s Defense of a Morning Nap— 
Something About the Beds of This and 
Other Nations—A Chinese Burial Custom 
—The Modern Folding Horror. 


John G. Saxe once wrote a poem in praise 
of the man who first invented sleep, but the 
man who first invented a bed seems to have 
been forgotten. He, too, was a genius worthy 
the songs of poets and the gratitude of man- 
kind. if tnere s anything more necessary to 
the comfort of humanity than beds somebody 
will please point it out. The Oriental poet, 
Omar Ktayyam, bas a pretty fair idea of com- 
fort—pretty fair for aforeigner, that is—when 
he sings: 

A book of verses underdeath the bough, 

A jug of wine, a loaf of bread, and thou 


\ Beside me singing in the wilderness— 
O, wilderness were paradise enow! 


But when books of verses as well as jugs of 
wine are but little better than second-hand 
siop, and when icicles bang from the bough 
and the singer bas got a cold in her bead from 
singing in the wilderness, this sort of happi- 
ness is at a discount. For good solid comfort, 
good all the year round, give us a bed, a rare 
beefsteak and a cup of coffee, a novel or a 


Sunday newspaper, and a briar-root pipe. Of 
course Omar is not to be blamed for nét know- 
ing any better—they have no beds in Persia, 
and. besides, poets don't know much about 
comfort, anyhow. 


SOLID COMFORT. 


A writer in some medica! journal recentiy 
took a good deal of pains to prove that people 
lie too long in bed and wear too much bed- 
clothing. e thinks that owing to this babit 
the human race is becoming flabby and soft, 
both mentaliy and physicaliy. When the great 
news was recently telegrapbed from San Fran- 
cisco that Jobn Lightning Sullivan bad again 
thrashed Paddy HKyan it was stated that 
Paddy was “flabby and soft,“ and con- 
sequentiy unfit to mest the iron-armed 
John L. Now the question arives, Did Paddy 
sleep too long in the mornings? One report 
says that Paddy “ate and drank too much, 
and wasn't fit to meet Suilivan, anyway, but 
if this medical writer is correct it was proba- 
bly too much bed was the matter w.th Paddy. 
It is hoped this discovery will bring some con- 
solation to Paddy's backers. But the afore- 
mentioneti writer may be wrong. He instances 
some great men woo lie in bed only four or 
five hours out of the twenty-four, and from 
this be argues that five or six hours is quite 
lou enough for healthy people to lie abed. 
But be never stops to theorize about bow 
much grester these great men might have 
been ii they had takev a regular night's rest 
of eig or ten hours—evidently he never 
thought of that—and that is where the bottom, 
so to speak, falls out of his argument. Great 
men are often careless of their bealth and 
comfort—Mr. Lawler, for instance, will stand 
in bis suirt-sleeves at the front door talking to 
a oonstn while the north wind is boring a 
hole throvenh bis lungs. Kven the greatest of 
us have sometimes sat up half the night play- 
ing poker—and been sorry for it. 

Doubtiess it is a fact that many people lie 
too long in bed; but the evil of it lies chiefly 
in the poor ventilation of bedrooms. If a bed- 
room is large and somfortable and thoroughly 
ventilated there does not seem to be any seri- 
ous reason, so far as health is concerned, why 
a man should not lie in bed all che morning if 
he wants to, and can afford it, and bis wife lets 
him. That's one of the fauits of wives—some 
wives—that they will not let their tired hus- 
pands rest in peace till dinner-time. One can

Ne and snore and pretend to be asleep while 
bis wife rattles the stove and talks loudly 
about “some people's laziness, but the 
chances are she will not be satisfied with that, 
but will go on to quote the bald and tootbiess 
saws of tne middie ages about the early bird 
catching the early buckshot, and early to bed 
and early to rise, and all that rot, and that is 
more than human nature can be expected to 
stand. A woman never knows when to stop 
in thete cases, and the only thing the belpiess 
man can do isto get up and fire a pillow at 
ber. There is a popular South Side preacher— 
everybody knows tim—who lies in bed till 11 
or 12 every day, and who would bardly get up 
at all till Sunday morning if it were not for his 
wife. When other things fail she bas a babit 
of using a bath-sponge and a pitcher of water 
to back up her arguments, and then the poor 
man bas to jump. He always says he is think- 
ing out a sermon, but bis wife says that won't 
wash. This preacher does most of bis work at 
night, and therefore likes to rest in the moru- 
ing, and bis wife, with that slavery to conven- 
tional forms that women always show, wants 
to break bim of the habit. A good many 
newspaper men—those who work on morning 
papers—lie abed toa pretty late hour. They 
mostly go to bed at 1, breakfast in bed at 9, 
smoke and read the pavers till noon, 
and then get up. These are the 
bachelors of the orofession. Of course, these 
hours are not recommended as models for 
business-men. Phil Armour gets up at 5:30 
every morning—bar Sunday—and is at his 
desk in the office at 7 sharp. There is no evi- 
dence at hana as to what is the matter with 
Mr. Armour’s conscience, but maybe he likes 
to getup. There is no accounting for the 
idiosyncrasies of some people. Most people 
if they bad Mr. Armour's mouey would lie in 
bed till 6 at least, and perbaps longer. Cardi- 
nal Mannimg goes to bed at midnigbt and gets 
up at 5, so it will surprise nobody to bear that 
ne is in poor health. He is 80 years old, a 
vegetarian, and a bard worker. What a consti- 
tution be must bave bad! 

It is only Americans who know what solid 
comfort there isin a bed. Eastern nations— 
Turks, for example—sieep in their clothes on 
the floor or on a cushioned sbelf which they 
calia divan. A Turk never undresses except 
for the bath. Those who don't bathe probably 
wear their clothes forever, Dut we are not so 
sure on this point. A Turk’s bed 
is just a carpet spread on the 
ground, and ove or two cusbions for piliows. 
In the morning when tne Turk's eight or ten 
wives come around totell him about the early 
bird that catches the early worm, all he bas to 
do is to get up and shake himself and rub his 
eyes and go right out and look for the worms. 
“nen the wives take up the rug and cusbion 
he bas been sleeping on and stuff them into a 
pillow-case, and stick it away in a cupboard un- 
til it is peeded again. It will probabiy shock 
some Sunday-sctooi children to learn that tne 
man in the Bible who “took up his bed and 
waiked” did not pick up a big four-post bea- 
stead ana spring mattress and quilts, but 
simply a rug and cushion chat might be stuffed 
in an overcoat pocket. 

Ruesians also mostly sleep in their clothes. 
They do not, as a rule, sleep in regular beds, 
but altogether in hot sleeping apartments, on 
the floor, or on lounges or sofas. No beds 
whatever are provided 
for Russian servants; 
they coil themselves up 
wherever it is warmest 
and mostly sleeb on or 
around the stove. The 
stove that they sleep 
on, however, is not a 
conical affair with an

The oid-fasbioned big four-poster bung 
around with curtains ie now almost a thing of 
the past. Our forefathers 


were handed down from generation to genera- 
tion. In Great Britain lreland feather beds 
are still greatly used, and are as the most 


prized 

valuable part of the bousebold furnishings. 
Thousands of feather beds, the property of 
Irish immigrants, pass through tle Gar- 
den every year, and inthe majority of cases 
the feather beds are the only furniture the 
immigrants have 2 worth bringing 
across. There 1s an old chattel-mortgage man 
in this city who says be would rather lend 
$100 to an old Irisu woman on ber feather bed 
than a born American on $200 wortn of fur- 
niture. He says that the Irish who own 
feather beds will strainevery nerve to pay 
rather than bear the disgrace of a constable's 
seizure, while otber uationalities figure the 
thing outin dollars and do not care for the 
disgrace if they can Only manage to beat the 
money-lender. But big four-posters and feather 
beds are out of fash- 
ion. Night-caps are 
also a thing of the 
past. The good house 
wife used to insist that 
a nigbt-cap was needed 
“to save the pilow’’ a 
—for people in those 
days used to put oil on 
their hair—until ove 
day somebody was THE OLD FOUR-POSTER. 
struck with the happy idea that if the night- 
cap was for the benefit of the piliow tnen it 
should be put on the pillow and not on the 
sleeper's head, and thus pillow-cases were 
discovered and night-caps fell into disuse. 

Regarding the customs referred to—that of - 
immigrants in bringing their beds across the 
ocean and of people generally in the matter 
ot banding their beds dowu from one genera- 
tion to another—it is an open question whether 
such practices should not be strongly depre- 
eated. Mrs., Chin Shun, a Chinese woman, 
died a few days ago of consumption at No. 179 
Park Row, New York City. In the telegraphic 
accounts of the burial ceremonies it is stated 
that the bed on which Mra. Shun died, includ- 
ing “bedstead, spring-mattress, husk-mat- 
tresa, and beaclothes,”’ was taken to the grave- 
yard and interred with the dead body. Chin 
Suun, the bereaved husband. helped to pack 
Mrs. Shun anc ber effects under ground and 
then erected a wooden wonument to ber mem- 
ory, the tablet being inscribed with Chinese 
characters recording the dead woman’s many 
virtues. The Chinese may be a littie bebiad 
the age in many respects, but there are some 
things about them that might be advantage- 
ously copied by their more progressive con- 
temporaries, and this custom of burying the 
bed that any one dies on seems to be one of 
these. Now, that the germ theory of dis- 
ease has such a prominent place ' 
medical science there is much to be said 
in favor of such a custom. A great deal 
might be also said in favor of iron and brass 
bedsteads, which are deservedly popular. Who 
knows what disease-germs may not bave lin- 
gered in old beds and bed-posts for senera- 
tions until the diseases become chronic or 
bereditary in the families who owned them? 

And if it were the custom to bury the bed 
with the person that dies on it people would 
* bardly be guilty of the 
. extravagance shown in 
> the fashionable bed of 
today. The modern 
fashionable bed costs 
anywhere from $200 
to $1,000, according to 
the character of the 
carving, fittings, and 
lace coveriet.

walnut, cherry. rose wood. or maboganys, and are 
elaborately carved. The bedding consists of a 
spring mattress, a bair mattress, and the pillows 
on clothing. Over all there is a covering of 
delicate lace. The bed sbown in the iliustra- 
tion cost $600; the lace alone is worth $250. A 
pretty fair bed, however, can be had complete 
for about $20; it may not have any lace nor 
any frills to speak of, but one can sleep just as 
soundly in it asin the $600 affair. And t is 
just as good for dying on and being buried as 
the bed with the fantastic carving. 

Speaking of the usefulness of beds in this 
connection, it may have struck the gifted 
reader that a bed is aremarkably convenient 
piace to die in. As a place to be born fn, a 
bed is also a great success, and if one bas to 
be sick there is no place better to be sick in 
than a bed. But that is pot the point; the 
point is that some bed manufacturers are mak- 
ing beds now that seem to be intended solely 
for dying in, and that prematurely and at very 
short notice. A respectable old gentleman 
who was on avisit to his married daughter 
a few evenings ago was invited to sleep 
in the visitors’ bed in the parior. The 
bed in the daytime was an ornamental book- 
ease or something of that kind, and had to be 
let down and opened 
gut on the floor. The 
old man said his pray - 
ers and jumped into 
bed, whereupon that 
biessed bed sort of 
rose up and swallowed 
him. His sbrieks 
brought the whole 
household to his aid. 
When be was released 
all hesaid was: John. 
call a cab.“ And home 
he went. These beds 
that are made to fold 
u p into imitation 
wardrobes, or chests of THE FOLDING HORROR, 
drawers, or bookcases, or pianos, or things of 
that sort may have their place in the economy 
of modern tbousehold furnishing—but, as 
Smith said of the dish of snails: They may 
be good enough for fashionable folk, but I'm 
blamed if I like em.“

OFF-HAND MARRIAGES. 


Ceremonies Solemnized at Fourteen Cents a 
Couple. 

East End marriages are often solemnized ”’ 
hurriediy Sunday mornings by tired curates in 
empty churches. At the Red Church” the fee 
is seven pence. This churon is popularly dis- 
tinguished by atitie which cannot be repro- 
duced here. The following statement of the 
methods in which this tie is contracted was 
published by the Rev. Charles L. Marson, a 
competent witness, and the facts recorded 
therein bave not been contradicted by the re- 
sponsible ciergy: ** The church door was secure- 
ly barred and ingress was with difficulty ef- 
fected. This was a double precaution; to pre- 
vent more grog being brought into the church, 
and to prevent the escape of semi-intoxicated 
bridegrooms. Inside the church was a noisy, 
indecorous crowd. Doubtful jokes were being 
bandied about, which grew coarser and coarser 
as time went on. Hats were freely worn, and 
drink bottles were passed to and fro and handed 
across the aisles. Every now and then a prayer 
book or other missile was playfully thrown 
by ove of thecrowd. After a long interval, 
during which the legal business was being 
transacted, the ceremony began, and my in- 
formant gradually worked his way up tb the 
west end. The method pursued was to call 
the Christian names of the wen together, and 
all the Christian names of the women, and in- 
sort the words ‘in each case.’ Thus the forty 
coupies were united in holy matrimony. 
One man was 80 recaicitrant he had 
to be led three times, drunk as 
be was, up to the altar, when my 
informant protested against the indecency of 
alluwing the ceremony in dis case to proceed, 
but was toid that the drunken bridegroom was 
already legally married. The bag was then 
banded round for the free-wiil offerings, and 
amid a shower of the coarsest jokes freely 
shouted after them the newly married went 
out ofthe church. Outside the foulest and 
most indecent jests met them, and panto- 
mimic acting of the worst kind, and 
thus ended the ceremony which cele- 
brated their entrance isto the mre- 
tical union of marriage. My own experience 
and that of several others bear out this ac- 
count in the minutest particulars, sad | 
have more than once followed the bride and 
bridegroom to the nearest pothouse. One man 
told mo be was married at the age of Is at the 
Red Church, and his ‘party boozed until tea 
time,’ which he thought was the usual custom 
‘immedistely afterward.’ Several of the bride- 
grooms, whileastill in church, deciared with an 
oath they were off for beer, and they calied 
loudly for their friends to join them. No won- 
der that there is a current popular belief that 
marriage at the Red Chureh brings il) luck 
with it. Thus lightly undertaken, one expects 
next to bear of these marriages at the House, 
and the * ving officers report that the ma- 
jority of married women admitted to the work- 
house for their first confinement were married 
at the Red Chureb.”

* If the letter bad only come an hour ear- 
lier,” moaned Mrs, Scharfonberg the other 


day in the parior of 
her little home at No. 
2410 Wentworth ave- 
nue, “I would have 
saved his lite.“ Her 
husband, William 
Scbarfenberg,shot bim- 
self through the head 
Monday forenoon, and 
the immediate cause of 
bis act was the failure 
of bis wife toreply toa 
letter which she bad 
not received, but which 
had been accidentaliy delayed in transit. 
The facts of the case were duly report- 
ed in Tuesday's ‘TRIBUNE. It was 
an ordinary case of suicide, without 
either romance or mystery. Scharfenberg lost 
all dis money in a gambling-house and then 
blew bis brains out. What lifts it out of the 
average level of police news is the one fact that 
the incidental delay of a letter bad so muc to 
do with the tragedy—a tact which was but iit- 
tie noticed in the reports of the case. 

William Scharfenberg kept a grocery store 
at No. 2410 Wentworth avenue, bad been in 
business in this city about ten years, owned 
his own bouse, and was in moderately pros- 
perous circumstances. He was about 50 years 
old and bis wife about 45. A childiess couple, 
they lived happily together in their comfort 
ble home, and were much respected by their 
neighbors. Scharfenberg tbougnt he would 
like to owr a saloon, and Thanksgiving-Day 
went to look at one that was for sale on West 
Lake street. He and nis wife spent the fore- 
noon visiting some friends, Mrs. Scharfenberg 
going bome alone afterwards and leavmg ber 
husband to negotiate for the saloon. Scharfen- 
berg had $300, a gold watch, and some valus- 
ble jewelry on bis person when bis wife leit 
him. She waited all night, but he did not 
come. Friday she heard be was drunk in a 
Clark street gambling-house. He bad an old- 


time mania for gambimg, and had lost $500 
that war some yeare ago, but his 
wife supposed he was cured of the 
habit. She went to look for him 


but tailed to tind bim. Friday night passed 
and still be did not come. The wife feared he 
wes dead, and was almost crazed with grief, 
but knew not what to do. Saturday some 
friends advised her to apply to the police, but 
she was afraid of the disgrace of baymg der 
husband arrested and still hoped for the best. 
Saturday ner brother-in-law again brought her 
word that William was drunk ion a gambiime- 
house. Saturday night passed the same way. 
Sunday atterhoon Mrs. Scharfeuberg, now at 
ber wits’ end, visited der husband's 
sister, Mrs. Miller, who lives on 
West Lake street near the saloon 
which Scharfenberg was about to purchase. 
Mrs. Miller induced ber to spend the nigbt 
there. Meantime Scharfenberg. baum been 
completely stripped of his money and jewelry.

evidentiy ashamed to go nome. He bad bor- 
rowed $20 at the gambiing-bouse where he 
lost bis money—No. 176 Clark street—and paid 
for his room in advance. He visited the 
wholesale grocers with whom be dealt and va- 
rious other people with whom he was acquaiat- 
ed and borrowed sums of $20 to $200 from each, 
all ot which he “biew in at the gambiing- 
heuse in tae bope of getting back what he nad 
lost already. Then he got the gamblers to 
give him chips for bis persenal notes for $300, 
and this also be lost. How much he lost aito- 
gether cannot be estimated exactiy, but it 
probably reached about $2,000. 

Sunday afternoon he was played out. He 
had exhausted all possible means of raising 
mouey and bad jost everything. Then be wrote 
to his wife, telling her be bad lost over $1,000 
at gambling and that life was bardiy worth 
living any longer. He was asbauiéd to look in 
her face, but if she would overlook his great 
wickedness and send word that she forgave 
bim he would swear before God never to touch 
acard or gambling implement again while life 
should last. This was the letter that was 
intrusted to an A. D. T. messenger-boy Sunday 
afternoon. When the messenger reached the 
house—and there is no evidence that he de- 
layed on the way—Mrs. Scharfenberg had left 
to visit ber sister-in-law Mrs. Miller, as already 
stated. The messenger left the lettef with a 
neighbor who promised todeliver it as soon 
as Mrs. Scharfenberg got back. 

Scharfenberg bad never known his wife to 
stay away a night from home, and, it may be 
assumed, never conceived of such a possibil- 
ity. He waited all Sunday evening in his 
room for an answer from der or her- 


self in person, and probably spent a 
sleepless night brooding over thoughts 
of suicide. Monday forenoon Mrs. Scharfen- 


berg got back from Mrs. Miller's. and was im- P 


mediately banded the letter. A business ac- 
quaintance from whom Scharfenberg had bor- 
rowed money Friday called at the store and 
asked if it were true that Mr. Scharfenberg 
had left the city. She said no: that he bad 
been on a spree; that be was at the Grand Pa- 
cific, and that she was going down immediate- 
iy to bring him home. 

At 11:30 a. m. Scharfenberg stood up before 


the mirror in bis room—Room 226—in the 
Grand Pacific, placed the muzzle of a revolver 
to his forehead, and shot himself through tne 
brain. Fifteen minutes later., and before the 
body was cold in death. Mrs, Scharfenberg was 
at the office of the Grand Pacific inquiring for 
her busband. 

Scharfenberg’s death bas again drawn atten- 
tion to the gambling-bouses, which run openly 
iu the city. Nominally their doors are closed; 
practically they are as open as the saloons and 
theatres. That Scharfenberg was lured in to 
piay ina brace’’ or swindling game there is no 
question. If Mr. Harrison should at any time 
want the address of the open gambling-houses, 
here are a few of those on South Ciark 
street: No. 176 (where Sebarfenberg played), 
No. 91, No. 119, No. 124, No. 125, No. 126, No. 
198, No. 134, No. 148, No. 196—ten of them—all 
within about two blocks on the one street, and 
the farthest of them not three blocks from the 
Mayor’s office.

Experiments to Determine the Cost of Milk 
~—Other Curious Tests. 

Some very valuable experiments have just 
been published by the Massachusetts Agricuit- 
ural Experiment Station determining the cost 
of milk when feeding various kinds of tood in 
different combinations. These foods consist- 
ed of bran, short, corn-meal, giuten-meal, 
hay, corn-fodder, and corn silage. The resuits 
are as follows: Thé highest cost of milk per 
quart was from a liberal hay and grain feed, 
being 2.03 cents per quart. The milk produced 
at the lowest cost was from a moderate feed- 
ing of silage and cornp-meal and was but 83 
cents per quart. Itis to be noticed that a 
quart of milk produced by feeding hay and 
grain costs as much as 2K quarts produced by 
feeding silage ana corn-meal, and so far as 
quality of milk was concerned no serious al- 
teration in its composition was detected. 

Le Montteur du Praticica contains a résumé by 
Dr. Lemuseau on the recent progress made in 
detecting blood in stains or solution. There 
are four methods now used. The first is by 
means of bematine crystals, the second by 
spectroscopic examination, the third is by 
microscopic examination, and the fourth the 
chemical method proposed by Taylor, consist- 
ing in tne addition of tincture of guaiacum, 
which, when combined with essence of tur- 
pentine or ozonized ether, yields a beautiful 
blue color if biood be present. Vibet shows 
it to be extremely difficult to positively assert 
that a stain.is by human biood. The micro- 
scope, however, often can decide from the 
size of the blood corpuscies whether they are 
from man or other mammal. 

A series of investigations on what promises 
to assume important medico-legal aspects is 
reported from Paris. M. Meguin read a paper 
before the Academy of Medicine wherein he 
demonstrated that after death a series of or- 
ganisms of the family Acasina are successive- 
ly developed in the cadaver. The veriod of 
life in each 18 from six to eight weeks. One 
species feeds on the fatty acids, another on 
the fluids, ete., and each dies when its work is 
accomplished, By determining the presence 
or absence of the various species one can fix 
fairly well the probable date of death. Further 
investigations will be iooked for with interest, 
as the establishment of the exact date of death 
becomes often of prime importance in criminal 
prosecutions. 

It is said that ali the wealth of the Com- 
stock lode was taken from an area not larger 
than a good-sized garden.

A new and apparently effective method of 
treating consumption is now attracting the 
poticécof physicians. It is by injectimg rem- 
edies directly into the lungs by means of a 
hypodermic syringe. The needie is passed 
through the walls of tue chest, and it is the 
aim to bring the remedies as near the affected 
spot iu the lungs as possible. Some very good 
results are reported, carbolized iodine having 
‘appeared to work to the best advantage. 

According to the researches of Prof. F. W. 
Putnam in his “ Arch@ological Exploranons 
in the Little Miami Valley, there appears to 
have been in that section at least two distinct 
ty pes of people—first, those whose graves are 
the so-called ash-pits, and secondly, those who 
erect the great mounas over their chiefs ana 
leaders while those of lesser rank were buried in 
trenches around them, These two types occu- 
pied the central portions and were sproading 
northward until they were met and subdues 
by the modern .Indian cribes which had 
spread out from East to West.

E. R. E. Kimbrougd 
wanted to be Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee. He espoused the cause of 
Cronkrite, who was being groomed by Andy 
Weich. Judge Dili of Belleville wanted the 
Judiciary Committee, and Kimbrough's open 
indorsement of Cronkrite erove him iato the 
Haines’ camp. Andy Weich wanted the Chair 
mansbip of the Kaflroad Committee, As a 
supporter of Cronkrite he would bave been 
appointed, and that forced Clayton E. Crafts, 
who was after the same place, to support 
Raines. So it was all through the list. The 
committee Chairmansbips were all promised 
days before the Democratic caucus. Much to 
the surprise of most people Cronkrite 
won the Democratic nomination, but 
Haines was nominated for Temporary 
Speaker. How he held that place 
for nearly a month and finally forced his own 
election as Speaker, after Cronkrite’s failure 
to display any of the elements of @ presiding 
officer, is well enqwn, but the idea still exists 
that Haines was finally chosen in order to save 
his vote for a Democratic United States Sena- 
tor. The real fact seems io be that be never 
could have been elected if he had not made 
deals by which the Cronkrite men were all 
cared for, and those who made his fight were 
pushed to the rear. Cronkrite bimseif was 
made Chairman of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee, while David T. Linegar, who was the 
last man on the Democratic side to surrender 
to Haines, was given the Chairmanship of the 
Revenue Committee, which would bave 
been given bim also by Cronkrite. The 
disposai of these two important Chairmanshbips 
in that way aroused war in the Haines camp, 
but it was nothing to what followed. Haines 
could not give Kimbrough the Chairmanetip 
of the Judiciary Committee, but be made him 
Chairman of the Judicial Department Com- 
mittee, and put the best lawyers in the House 
onitas members. Then be had the rules 
changed so that it was called the Committee on 
Judicial Department and Practice. In that 
way Kimbrough's committee Was made to out- 
rank Dill’s, and there was war between Haines 
and Dili from that time out. But the greatest 
ingratitude shown by Haines was in the dis- 
posal of the Chairmanship of the Committee on 
Claims—at least C. A. Keyes thought so. Keyes 
was attorney for the canal and other claims 
that always come up, and wanted the Obair- 
manship of the Committee on Ciaims. Haines 
gave that to Sittig, to whom he was also under 
obligations, and made Keyes Chairman of tue 
Committee on License. Keyes was 80 angry 
that he resigned from the Committee on Li- 
cense, and never missed an opportunity to 
take a crack at Haines. Crafts was probably 
the only one of all Haines’ supporters in the 
caucus who really got what be wanted. He 
was made Chairman of the Railroad Commit- 
tee, and wot everything else he desired. The 
Cronkrite men nearly all got the best places, 
simply because they served notice on Haines 
that they would not surrender and allow bim 
to give his old supporters all the best places 
and leave them out in the cold. Haines saw 
the point, agreed to sacrifice his friends, and 
was elected Speaker, not on account of the 
Senatorial figbt, but because be made a com- 
bination for the distribution of the patronage 
of the House. 


A GREAT FISH AUTHORITY. 


Seth Green and the Good Work He Has Done 
in One Field. 

Seth Green, the veteran sportsman and pisci- 

culturist, who recently coptributed to Tur 

TRIBUNE an article ou biack-bass fishing ir the 


Nortbwest, is undoubtedly the best known in 
his chosen fleld of effort of any man in the 
United States. He was born in Rochester, N. 
V., in 1817, and is therefore nearly 70 years 
old, but is still a man of great energy and 
activity. He received only a common school 
education, but early manitested a taste for 
hunting, ishing, and woodcraft, which, as he 
maturea, became a passion and determined 
his career. Almost constantiy engaged with 
e tod and gun be used his eyes as well, and 
ame a careful observer. Determining to 
adopt these pursuite as the business of 
his life, be was tor a number of years the 
proprietor of the only fish and game market 
near his bome. His business increased from year 
to year until hefound himself at the bead of 
a large concern with scores of agents scattered 
Along the lakes and water-courses of the State. 
In 1838, being in Canada, bis attention was ur- 
rested by the appearance of a number of Sal- 
mon, and from their movements he judged 
that they Were about to prepare a nest for their 
spawn. Perched in the branches of a tree he 
carefully watched them continuously for forty- 
eight bours. He observed that as soon as the 
spawn was cast the male salmon and other fish 
= ate all they could fad. 
and there were but a 
very tew eggs uncon- 
sumed, and these the 
female was sedulously 
covering with #ravel 
for concealment. He 
had never read upon 
" the subject, but from 
J What be there observed 
, he became convinced 
that floh could pe art! 
, ficially hatched. From 
that time he kept the 
object in view with the 
idea of undertaking 
SETH GREEN. artificia! propagation 
as son as hie means would admit of the ex- 
periment, in the meantime observm all he 
could coneerning the spawning of fishes 
and their babits which might be of 
use to him. In 1864, thinking the 
time was ripe for bis experiment, be pur- 
chased a portion of the famous Caledonia 
Spring Creex and began operations. The diffi- 
culties to surmount were many and varied— 
much more se than be bad antivipated—and 
many things which now appear simple and 
trivial in their import had to be conquered and 
invented, as be bad no guide or instructor, and 
everything in the line of implements and meth- 
ods had to be figured out of whole cloth. He 
built a small, one-story house with but one 
room, which constituted bis kitchen, parlor, 
bed-room, drawing-room, and library; and with 
the aid of one man, David Day, whom be em- 
ployed, spent nearly a year alone studying 
out the problem of fish-culture, leaving bis 
family at Rochester, afterwards removing 
the re. 

From this time he devoted bis entire t- 
tention to methods of improving the yield of 
fish from spawn. He found that 25 per cent 
was the largest product of trout or salmon at- 
tained by artificial means, and he determined 
to increase this by avoiding defects which ex- 
isted in the system then in vogue. He began in 
1864 by graduaily diminisbing the proportion 
of the water to milt, finding larger results 
from cach diminution until, by usa the least 
possible ees | be had raised the product 
to 95 per cent. In 1867, by invitation of the 
Fish Commissioners of tour of the New Ru- 
giand States, he experimented in the 
hatching of shad at Holyoke, on the 
Connecticut River, and after many dis- 
couragements and much opposition from 
fishermen ascertained the precise  posi- 
tion in the stream which ths Batch. 
ing-boxes, invented by him, shouid 
preserve in order to secure the largest result. 
He thus reduced the loss to a merely nominal 
amount and in a fortnight hatched at this 
time 15,000,000, and the next year 40,000,000. 
Similar results have since been reached by 
ulm inthe Hudson, Potomac, Susquebanna, 
and other important rivers, where he bas suc- 
ceeded in artificiaily propagating fifteen of 
the more common species and in introducing a 
largeiy increased product. In 1868 ne was ap- 
pointed one of the Fish missioners of his 
native State, but ébortly afterward resigning 
was made Superintendent of Fisheries therein. 
In the prosecution of this trust he has been un- 
tirmg in his efforts to arouse public attention 
to the vast importance of the work in which 
he is He is in constant correépond- 
ence with eminent Suropean fish-breeders, 
and bas been decorated With two goid medals 
by the Société a’ Acciimatement of Paris. It 
may be safely said thas to him, more than any 
living man, are due the great advances of ten 
years past in piscteuiture. 


HOW THE WORK IS DONE. 


THE DIFFICULTIES TO SURMOUNT IN 
ILLUSTRATING DAILY PAPERS. 


Old Methods and New Ones—Sacrifices in 
Quality for the Sake of Greater Speed— 
The Kaolatype Process, Which Seemed 
for a Time to Meet All the Kequire- 
ments of the Situation—Zinc Etching 
and Its Features—Two Hoped-For Dis- 
coveries. 

How many of the thousands of readers who 
criticise the illustrations which now appear in 
the daily papers are there who have the 
slightest idea of the years of thougbt and labor 
which have made rapid illustration a possi- 
bility? How many more are there who with 
some vague idea of this have any knowleage 
whatever of the various methods employed? 
It is the purpose of this article to glance at 
these methods and give the general details of 
their operation. It should be premised that it 
is impossible to print an engraving of any kind 
in a newspaper so as to more than approxi- 
mate to the effect intended, for the following 
reasons: The paper is soft and rough and is 
printed while damp; the ink is of moderate 
quality, and is thinned down to an extreme 
degree 80 as to give an even distribution ata 
tremendous speed; and, lastly, there is @ 


heavy felt “blanket” used on the ordinary d 


The result briefly is as follows: First. 
all solid blocks become gray; seoond, lines or 
dots close together will print normally, and 
light and vanishing shading or lines will: print 
very much beavier than drawn or engraved. 

No mention will be made of wood engraving. 
After this one of the earliest as well as dest 
methods of producing cute for newspaper 
use is the wax process. A copper plate is 
blackened and coated with a waxy composi 
tion to the depth of perhaps one sixty-tourth 
ot an meh. Upon tis white and bard surface 

nA a tracing or & a 
raphic print may 
1 mate, then the line 
work is cut through the 
wax down to the cop- 
per plate, forming a 
sunk or intaglio draw- 
ing as shown at A in 
eut No. 1. To get the 
* necessary relief in the 
larger open spaces beeswax is melted and run 
in as at B in the same cut. This process pro- 
duces the most mechanically perfect plates 
that have ever been produced. The great ob- 
jection to its use is the lack of speed. The 
engraved and built plate has to be electro- 
typed, which, even under favorable conditions, 
takes three to six hours. This is the process 
which is employed in the production of nine- 
tenths of the maps with which the public is 
familiar, and to this use and the production of 
purely mechanical illustrations it is at present 
confined. 

The process which first really made a bid 
for newspaper favor was photo-eugraving. It 
has recently been thrown into the background 
by later and more rapid 
methods; but a deacrip- 
tion of the means em- 
ployed should have 
some interest, as it is 
still more widely em- 
ployed than any other 
process, especially by 
weekly papers and pe- 
riodicals where little 
time and care can be 
given to presswork. 

Take the process step 

by step and see the amount of handling neces- 
sary to obtain the required result. First, the 
artist makes a drawing—vusuaily doubie the size 
of the required plate. This is drawn in jet- 
black ink on white paper—see No. 2—and, when 
completed, is turned over to the photographer, 
who makes a hegative of it, which appears as 
in No. 8. 

Now gelatine or fish giue bas the peculiar 
property, when mixed with bichromate of pot- 
ash or ammonia and dried, ot so hardening 
when exposed to the light that it will not ab-

First a plaster of 
paris mold ig taken giving the lines in relief 
shown at A. From this a counter mold in 
pilaster is taken, the exact counterpart of 
the original gelatine. Now we are safe, 
for a stereotype cast oan be made 
and on the stereotype of soft metal we can 
work te our hearts’ con- 
tent.

Some two years ago a new applicant for 
favor appeared—namely: the Kaolaty pe plate. 
The idea of this process is almost identical 
with the wax process. A thin steel plate is

This is now bein extensively experimented 
with in Europe, No one can say which of 
these discoveries will be made first, but both 
are likely to come soon. There is one other 
question which arises in this connection—has 
pewspaper illustration come to stay or is it a 
transitory craze? There is ou One state- 
ment which will throw any light on that sub- 
ject—there is no genius or skill of writmg 
which brings Many things so quickly to the 
understanding as a picture, no matter how 
rudely drawn. The wise may draw their own 
inference. 


THE, FRENCH CROWN JEWELS. 


Efforts for Their Purchase—Mra, Mackay’s 
Peerless Sapphires. 

Lucy Hooper's Paris Letter: Speaking of 
the Legitimista, a very odd association has 
been formed among the partisans of royalty in 
Franee, which bas the object of purobas tus 
the crown jewels which are shortly to be of- 
fered for sale, with the intent to preserve 
them in safekeeping till the restoration of the 
monarchy or Empire takes place. There never 
was amovement set on foot that was much 
more absurd than this, in View of the perfectly 
commonplace character of the trinkets 
which are to be disposed of. All the 
unique gems, includimg the Regent and the 
Mazarin diamonds, and the few really artistic 
pieces of the collection, are to be reserved. The 
remainder, valued at about §2,500,000, com- 
prises a number of very handsome but per- 
fectiy ordinary sets ot precious stones, which 
could be got up at a month's notice by any one 
of the leading jewelers of Paris. And 1 do not 
think that any future Queen of France would 
care to assume the famous girdie of the Em- 
press Eugénie, copied from that worn by the 
representative of the Princess Aika in 
the fairy spectacie of “La Biche au 
Bois. or the necklace formed of a network 
of gold chains and great pear-shaped 
imitation pearis, which she once wore when 
representing a Venetian Dogessa at a bai cos- 
tume. It was not exactly the thing for an Em- 
press to deck herself with imitation jewels, 
but Bugénie was always more cabotine than 
Imperial. Her necklace of pearis, the wedding 
gift to her of the Emperor, bad an odd series 
of vicissitudes. It was originally sold, after 
the fall of the Empire, to Mme. Musard, then, 
after the death of that personage, it fell into 
the bands of a dealer in second-hand wares, 
who vainly offered it for some time at the 
price of $40,000; and it was finally broken up 
and disposed of, string by string, among the 
Parisian jewelers. In the world of Parisian 
fashion the Princsss Anna Murat, Duchess de 
Mouchy, is said to possess the finest collection 
of ornaments, the Viscountess de Courval 
owns ‘he largest, and finest, and purest dia- 
monds, and the Duchess of Bisaccia the most 
curious collection of unset gems, 

The eulogies of the peeriess sapphires of 
Mrs. Mackay have been so often written and 
uttered that they need nothing more than a 
mere mention here. Mrs. Mackay also pos- 
sesses three iarwe rubies of great beauty and 
historical interest. They are known to con- 
noisseurs by the name of The Drops of Blue 
Blood.“ and were brought trom Spain into 
France by Maria Theresa, wife of Louis XIV., 
of whose wedding ornaments they formed a 
part. They are of a most beautiful rich nue, 
but torough the centre of each stone runs a 
narrow wavering bluish stain like a thread of 
pale biue mist, from which their curious name 
was probably derived. From their perfect 
matching in size and color it u proba die that 
they were originally worn as pendants to 
a brooch or necklace clasp. In their 
present form they are set two as ear- 
rings and the third as a ring. Mrs. 
Mackay's pearl necklaces are unique in beauty 
and are not to be paralleied outside of the 
jewel-caskets of royalty. One is composed of 
three rows of pearis, perféct in water and

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N matching precisely, each pearl being the size 


of a large huckleberry. Boucberon, the great 
Parisian jeweler, was three years in collecting 
the pearis that compose it. The other neck- 
lace is a single string Ol graduated pearls, the 
centre one equaling in magnitude a good-sized 
cnerry. Bu fairowner of all these spien- 
dors cares |! about them and wears them 
less often than can well be comprehended by a 
sister woman. She was offered at one time 
the immense and most beautiful yellow dia- 
mond known as the Star of Soutn Africa” 
before it was finally disposed of to tne Shah of 
Persia, but refused to purebase it. And only 
ber most intimate friends ever guessed that 
the reason of this refusal was the magnitude 
of the sums which at that epoch sbe haa dedi- 
cated to the charitabie works which form the 
great happiness of her life.

“Rinks” and the Tees — What Consti- 
tute the Duties of a Skip — The Use of 
the Brooms and the Art of Out and In 
Curving—Some Fine Points. 

New Yor«, Deo, 3.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. |—Weeks ago the devotees of curling be- 
gan to prepare for another season of activity. 
It is safe to say that the brooms and stones 
are now all ready, it they have not been put to 
use upon the ice before this. Curling i 4& 
soort that is growing steadily in favor in this 
country. The Scotebmen who play it are 
more enthusiastic in their love of the game 
and more attentive to its requirements than 
any other cultivators of out-door sport unless 
jockeys be excepted. It is long since the 
number of clubs became so numerous as to 
justify the formation of a National association 
with all that that implies, championship con- 
teste—conventions, and a great many game. 
The average American, bowever, knows as 
yet comparatively littie about this extremely 
interesting sport, and as itis the only recog- 
nizedice sport it is worth a little study. 

The game to which it bears the greatest 
similarity is quoite. In each the object is to 
throw un article m such a way that it shail 
come to rest as near as possible to a given 
mark. There the resemblance ceases. The 
quoit is as unlike the curiing-stone as can be 
imagined. Instead of a pound-and-a-haif iron 
disk or ring we bave a rock that must weigh 


at least thirty pounds, but may not exceed 
a fifty. The shape of 

the curlmg stone is 
similar to a much-fiat- 
tened orange. Accord- 
ing to the rules its 
hight must be at least 
one eighth of its cir- 
cumference, and this 
must not be greater 
i than thirty-six inches. 
27 into one side of the 
stone is fastened a 
handle, which the 
player grasps when he 
throws his stone. A

curler’s outfit consists of two of these ponder- | 


ous toys anda broom. The space required to 
play the game is forty-two yards long by seven 
wide. This is called a rink. Near each end 
the goals or marks are put down in the ice 60 
that they are thirty-elght vards apart. These 
are called the tees.“ Four yards back of 
each one a circle eighteen inches iu diameter 
is drawn, within which the piayer must place 
his right foot when throwing his stone. 
A circle seven feet in radius drawa about 
each tee inaicates how close the stone 
must be left to the tee in order that 
it shull count at all as a shot. Four men play 
on each side in each rink. The Captain of a 
side is known as the Kip. a corruption, 
perhaps, of the nautical term skipper. When 
a game is ready to begin the skips take their 
positions atone of the tees, one man from 
each side at the other 
tee, and the remainmg 
tour men arrange 
themselves along the 
intermediate space. 
The skips bavea abso- 
lute authority over 
their respective sides, 
directing the play of 
noh individual. One 
of the men at the fur- 
ther tee, with his foot 
within the ei¢hteen- 
inch ring, throws bis 
stone along the ice, 
aiming for the tee 
where bis skip stands. 
If the skip sees any 
snow or dust or other 
obstruction in the path . 
of the on-coming stone READY FOR BUGIEEES 
he can order his man on the middle line of the 
rink to sweep it away with his broom. No 
player has any right to touch the stone with 
bis broom, Out at the command of nis 
skip he may remove any obstruction in 
ite path. When tne first stone has been 
thrown and has come to rest near the 
tee. a player of the opposing side takes his 
turn. His object, of course, is to lay bis stone 
nearer the tee than that of his opponent, 
but be waits for imstructions from his 
skip as to how de shall try to 
throw. If his opponent das left his 
stone directly in his pathgthe skip may com- 
mand him to play against it, to knock it it 
possible beyond the seven-foot ring, or at all 
events turther from the tee than it now is. 
The player may or may not succeed in fulfill- 
ing bis skip’s desires. The opponent then plays 
bis second stone, and the second player like- 
wise. One pair baving played they take up 
their brooms and go down to the middle of the 
rink, while another pair take their place at the 
initial tee. The skips play last, one curler on 
each side assuming the directing authority at 
the critical tee. When all the stones have been 
cast the umpire counts up the points scored 
by each side, deciding, as in quoits, by the 
proximity of the stones to the objecttee. That 
constitutes an end, and sometimes a definit 
number of ends are 

played to constitute a 

game, and sometimes a 

definit time is played, 

in each case the scores 
sof completed’ ends 
being aggregated to ar- 
rive ata result. There 
are many fine points in 
the game wherein indi- 
vidual excellence and 
concerted playing and 
good judgment are re- 
guired, but the most 
important of these can be best indicated in 
the words of Davie Foulis, the Secretary of 
the Grand National Curling Club of Ameriga. 
Mr. Foutis is one of the two curlers in the 
world who bold salaried positions in the sport. 
The other paid officer is the Secretary of a 
similar organization in Scotland. He is, of 
— 2 an enthusiast—all curlers are. He 
said: 

‘Curling is a game that does not depend for 

success upon the exercise of great muscular 
strength. When the ice is in such condition 
that it takes a great deal of muscle to prope! 
the stone to the tee we do not consider it good 
curling. People unfamiliar with the sport 
might think a forty-pound stone rather heavy 
for a plaything, but few would prove so slight 
as to be unable to throw it more than forty 
yards over keen ice. Ourling seems to me su- 
perior to all other sports in that, while indi- 
vidual excellence is cultivated to the bighest 
extent, yet team playing ia equally important 
and more required than in any other game I 
know about. In curimg every man nas to be 
on the alert every instant; he is never wholly 
idle, and must be ready to obey tne command 
of his skip promptly and  inteilligent- 
ly. And I know no eport where the 
leader, or director, or Captain, whatever may 
be bis title, has as great responsibility as the 
skip bas in curling. 
The player forty-two 
yards away cannot dis- 
tinguish accurately the 
relative posiuons of the 
stones already at rest 
near the tee; he can- 
not see with certainty 
just what it will be best 
for him to accomplish. 
The skip decides for 
him, and trom his post- 
tion at the tee directs 
the play. Now, suppe

reach the desired point, and be therefore or- 
ders bis men who are at the middie of the rink 
to sweep with their brooms in front of the 
curliug-stone. You have no idea how much 
difference the sweepmg makes. If snow is 
failing it can readily be understood that the 
brooms must be used actively, but on a clear, 
cold day they are indispensabie. The con- 
tinual sliding of the stones over the ice makes 
a slight ice-dust; dust may be blown from the 
land. too, and the slightest obstruction will 
have its effect in marring or belping a fine 
shot; for if the skip thinks the stone is com- 
ing too fast be will not allow hie sweepers to 
use their brooms, hopmg that the minute ob- 
structions may retard it sufficiently to bring it 
to rest at the required spot. It sometimes 
keeps a sweeper pretty busy to run ahead of 
the stones sweeping the path. In order to get 
— 4 quickly on the ice the curlers wear rub- 

rs. 

“The important thing fora curler to learn 
is just bow mucb force is required to propel 
his stone 4 given distance. No two stones, of 
course, are exactly alike in shape or weight, 
and it is necessary that the player should have 
a pair that are as nearly mates as possibic. 
Otnerwise be would be continually sending the 
lighter one too far and the heavier not far 
enough, After acquiring the proper judgment 
as to force the curler must learn now to curve.

cording to the curve desired, to send the stone 
so that it shail curve round that of bis oppo- 
nent and come to rest between it and the tee. 
I bave often seen astone so skilfully curied 
that it would go straight for another stone, left 
on guard as we say when it stops on the 
straight line defined by the two tees, until it 
began to lose its impetus when it would deflect 
to the left or right as much as five feet and 
then curve about until it stopped on the same 
straight line on which it set out, leaving the 
guard stone away in the rear. Skil) incurving 
admits of many fine points in play, as the 
carroming of one stone upon another so as to 
knock the one at rest out of a good position, 
or the carroming of one stone upon another in 
such a way that the one in motion shall then 
detiect and bring up against a third. 

Fine playing depends altogether upon the 
ice. In this part of the country we suffer a 
good deal of inconvenience On account 
of the thinness of the ice and the 
variability of the weather. The ice is 
not so keen here as it is further north 
—in Canada, for instance. In throwing 
the stone the right foot is braced into a siot, 
or batch, eut in the ice behind the eigbteen- 
inch circie. Bat here the ice is frequently 
too thin to permit of this and we bave to use 
a ‘crampit,’ a small piece of board fastened to 
the surface of the ice at the eighteen-inch cir- 
cle. Players find the crampit not so advan- 
tageous to curl from as the hatoh. In Canada 
the cranipit is not used. Here, too, the ice is 
usually more or less biased—that is, its sur- 
face i not level, no matter bow smooth it may 
be. It makes a great difference in the quality 
of the playing. I have seen a rink played 
where a considerable crowd was in attendance, 
and I noticed that the tendency of the stones 
always was to slide toward the crowd, 
The weight of the people, you see, 
bad biased the ice, and the skips 
und to take that into account in directing the 
play. The difference the quality of the ice 
makes in play is seen by comparing the records 
made in Canada with those made here. The 
Cadadians make better scores as a rule, but 
when our players go up there they play as well 
and frequently better than the Canadians. It 
is becausé the ice there admits of finer work. 

There is one little point worth noting in the 
rules of the game. You can see that it a 
player chose be might seek to impede his 

adversary’s shots by 
throwing his stone with 
0 little foree that it 
would come to rest 
right on the straight 
line defined by the tees 
and only a few yards 
from the initial spot. 
This would effectually 
spoil at least one of the 
foliowing shots, as the 
guard stone would have 
to be kuocked out of 

EXCITING JUNCTURE. tno way. But such a 
trick is prevented by a rule that declares that 
the stone must pass a line drawn across the rink 
thirty-five yards from the crampit. This is 
called the “hog score, and the stone that 
fails to pass this line is known as a hog. and 
is removed from the rink. The effect of this 
rule is to reduce the game toa basis of sclen- 
tific play, precluding any possibility ot cheap 
trickery. 

The game is growing in favor every year, 
but it is not yet to be compared with tne con- 
ditions in Bcotiand. In some of our Western 
meetings we have nad as many as 200 on a 
side, but in the old country I have seen a con- 
test participated in by over 1,400. In suen 
cases an immense area of ice surface is used, 
the number of men to each rink bemg eight 
only. Scores of rinks are played simultaneous- 
ly, and at the end of the stated time for end- 
ing the play the seores of the rinks are aggre- 
gated to determine the victory for one side or 
the other, There have been vatious attempts 
to cultivate the game in the warm season by 
using waxed or otherwise prepared floors, but 
no success has attended them. [In Canada, 
however, the game is played under cover on 
account of the extreme cold. In such condi- 
tions gas is introduced into tne building and 
the sport is often continued until midnight 
and even later. 

** Besides team contests there are individual 
competitions. This is called point piaring. 
The rink is drawn upon the ice substantially 
as in the game, but instead of a circie about 
the tees seven feet in radius it is only four 
feet. There are many different kinds of shots 
to be made, the general principle of which may 
be indicated by describing one or two. Let a 
stone be placed on the tee; the player must 
throw his stone so that the oue on the tee shall 
be driven out of the four-foot circle, the piay- 
er's stone to remaln within. This shot is 
knewn as chap and lie.“ Another beautiful 
shot is ‘wick and curl in.“ in this a stone is 
placed seven feet from the tee, 60 that the 
line from it to the tee is at an angie of 45° 
with the line from tee to tee, The player is to 
cause hie stone to carrom on the stationary 
one and come to rest within the circie. 

Tue best player in this vicinity is undoubt- 
ediy W. Kellock of Yonxers. Away back in 
1868 he was the skip of the rink that secured 
tne Gordon medal for the best team playing in 
America. There has been a contest for the 
championship medai every vear since, and Mr. 
Keliock skipped his rin to victory in 1870, 
1880, 1884, and again last winter, so that he 
now holds the medal. Another grand player 
is Mr. Jobn Pettigrew of Chicago. There are 
lots of good piayers all over the Northwest as 
well as in this State and Jersey, and contests 
are by no means uneven between the different 
localities, being On the contrary usually close 
and exciting.”’ 


A BIG THIMBLE. 


The King of Siam’s Singular Wedding-Gift 
to His Bride, 

Asa rule the vast number of articles in- 
vented for feminine use ana ornament undergo 
an illimitable change in dorm and style, ac- 
cording as that wonderful dame fashion—or 
rather her prime ministers—dictates, but the 
career Of the thimble bas been less erratic 
than that of any other article. The thimbie 
was a Dutch invention of a very early 
date, and came into general use there 
in those days when Holland was a 
mighty nation. Its first introduction into 
Engiand was made in the year 1695 by a cun- 
ning crafteman named John Lofting, who 
seized on the idea and set up what was then 
considered a large manufactory—a small store- 
room and an open shed—at Islington, London. 
The invention \ speedily oaugut the public 
taste, and for some time everybody bought 
thimbies for ornament, not for use. Therein 
John Lofting gained exceeding profit. But 
when its advantage as an article of assistance 
in needlework came to be recognized honor 
and profit combined to make John Loftmg 
wealthy, and, of course, Other and improved 
maoufactories speedily followed. 

It was first known as a thumbie, from the 
words thumb and bell, and all records say that 
it was originally worn on the thumb, but it 
seems hardly conceivable that it gould have 
been of much use there. mn they were 
made only of brass and iron; now we have 
seen them composed of steel, silver, gold, 
born, ivory, pearl, and even glass. 

But it has remained for the King of Siam to 
outstrip all competitors. Having seen 
English and American ladies at his ‘court 
using thimbles, he was struck with their 
benefit, and determined to introduce them 
amongst his own people. Even in Siam there 
were fashions, but even in Siam there must 
be a female leader for such articles as these, 
But the King, being about to be married, 
taougbt ne would make his bride a present 
that would soive the difficulty. The royal 
flower and in fact the impress of everything 
about the court is the lotus, ia pattern of 
which tae King ordered his present, and the 
Queen consort of Siam owns, therefore, a gold 
thimble shaped like a lotus bud and thickis 
studded with diamonds, which are 80 arranged 
as to form the iady's name and the date ot her 
marriage. As the Siamese language is by no 
means deficient in words and si it may, 
therefore, be readily understood the dia- 
monde are plentiful and the thimbie unwear- 
ably large.

One iu Which a Lion's Skin Supplies the 
Artistic Keynote. 

The boudoir, which bas been named the

Sir W. Harcourt, who, 
though be looks extremely strong. is one of 
dyspepsia’s many parliamentary martyrs, was 
a teetotaler for some time, but has gone back 
tociaret. Lord Randolph Churchili drinks very 
little, but smokes very considerably. Mr. La- 
bouchére is so inveterate a smoker that he 
usually carries about him a box about four 
times the ordinary size, and be rushes to the 
smoke-room every spare moment during the 
evening ot the parliamentary session. Lord 
Salisbury is compelled by his health to be 
more moderate in his use of stimulants, and 
he never smokes. Lord Dufferin neither 
drinks nor smokes.—Liverpool Post. 

As to Whiskers. 

Two fallacies are in vogue regarding the 
whisker question. One is that a thin-faced 
man should support side whiskers to widen bis 
face; the other that a round-faced fat man 
should favor long chin whiskers to lengthen 
his tace. Both are adopted on the counterac- 
tuon and antidote principie, but are wrong as 
wrong can be. A manwithasharp chin ex- 
posed is tuin and appears thin in spite ot bis 
Burnsides. And a moon-shaped man gives 
himself a humorous and cilownish appearance 
by wearing a long, sharp tuft on bis chin. The 
principle of conformity should be observed or 
a Wholesale change made. A thin wan, for in- 
stance, should not wear chin whiskers, no 
whiskers at all, or a beard. He no more looks 
well with side whiskers and a peaked chin than 
he would to stuff his chest and not bis cheeks 
and calves. To look well be must be uniform- 
ly and consistently thin, or he may modify it 
by a complete beard. A fat man should be 
smooth-taced or wear universal whiskers 
pretty closely cropped. The well-proporuoped 
and moderately full-faced man may Vary the 
style and quantity of bis whiskers with im- 
punity so far as the thin or broad appearance 
ie concerned. A very short beard gives an 
animal look; if very large it indicates vanity 
or crankiness. —Cincinnatt Graphic.

Of the twelve months in the year November 
is reckoned in certain villages in Holland to be 
by far tne most important. The four Sundays 
of this month are known respectively as Re- 
view Sunday, Decision Sunday, Purchase San- 
day. and Possession Sunday. names which suffi- 
clently explain the purposes to which each is 
put by the young people.

Having 
made uv their minds whom to select the fo 
lowing Sunday the youths with the politest 
bows imaginable salute the fair ones, and 
judge from the way in which their courtesy is 
responded to whether success or defeat is to 
be their lot. The third Sunday is devoted to 
the less romantic task of obtaining the con- 
sent of the parents and arranging in business- 
like fashion the details of the marriage settie- 
ment. The stern hearts of those in authority 
baving been satisfactorily subdued ail the fol- 
lowing week the parson is busy at marrying, 
but not until Possession Sunday comes round 
are the happy betrotmed permitted more than 
an affectionate gaze, or at most a tender 
squeeze of the hand.—Pall Mall Guzetie. 


The smallest Paper in the World. 

If a prize were offered for the smallest paper 
in the world the latest addition to the Parisian 
press would stand a good chance. It is called 
Le Quartier Latin, and its superficial area is 
less than a leaf of the Poli Mali Gazette. This 
insignificant paper, tak for its title the 
name ot the great literary and artistic quarter 
of Paris, announces its collaborateurs as al 
the students. Though small it is excessively 
bright and full of the genuine esprit of the 
quartier. Its strong feature is mots. Each 
mot is signed by the author and preceded with 
a little pictoriaicanard. There are also echoes 
from the Boub-Miche (Boulevard St. Miene). 
sketches of types of the district, and letters 
addressed to the Professors. The editor has 
already got into trouble with his staff. The 
collaborateurs protest against bavmg their 
contributions compressed into so little space, 
or, what is worse, crushed out altogether. 

A Man’s Yeariy Food. 

From the army and navy diet scales of 
France and England, based upon the recog- 
nized necessities of large numbers of men in 
active life, u is inferred that about two and 
one-fourth pounds avoirdupois of dry food per 
day are required fot each individual: of this 
about three-fourths are vegetable and the rest 
animal. At the close of an entire year the 
amount is upwards of 800 pounds. Enumer- 
ating under the title of water all the various 
drinks, ite estimated quantity is about 1,500 
pounds per annum. The air received by 
breathing may be taken at 800 pounds. With 
these figures before us we are abie to show 
bow the case stands. The food, water, and 
air whicha man receives amount, in the ag- 
gregate, to more than 3.000 pounds a year— 
about a ton and a half, or twenty times his 
weight.

M. Alexandre, the French ventriloquist, pass- 
ing One day near the now defunct Temple Bar, 
observed a large load of vay struggling through 
the gateway. He instantly imitated the cries 
ofa suffering man, and drew the attention of 
passers-by to the muffled sounds.

AT THE WASHINGTONIAN HOME, | 


Deliriam Tremens on the Increase — A 
Clergyman Who Thought He Was an 
Electric-Battery—The Padded Rooms— 
Getting the Cars Out of the Snow- 
Bank—Some Hospital Yarns—Haggerty’s 
Suicidal Mania—Mr. White and Mr. 
Monkey—Rainey's Dilema. 

Prof. Wilkins, Suberintendent of the Wasb- 
ingtonian Home, says that the disease of de- 
Ucium tremens is increasing at an alarming 
rate in this city. Of the inebriates treated in 
the home the percentage of those suffering 
from delirium tremens bas increased during 
the last few years at a ratio out of all propor 
uon to the increase in the whole number of 


patients. 

“J eSannot account for this,” says Prof. 
Wilkins, “except possibly on the theory that 
the whisky is much worse now than it used to 
be. It may be that the saloonkeepers are try- 
ing to meet the $500 license tax by selling in- 
ferior liquors.” 

Prof. Wilkins may be right in bis idea that 
the bad whisky now sold is in some degree ac- 
countable for the increase in delirium tremens, 
and he may be wrong in connecting this fact 
with the new High-License law. The flavoring 
and doctoring of new whisky to give it the 
sembiance of pure old whisky is one of the 
common tricks of the trade. New whisky, as 
is well Known, is always laden with fusel oil, 
which im itself is a deadly poison. Drugs and 
compounds of various kinds—the simplest of 
which is an admixture of burnt sugar and Ja- 
maica rum—are used to coneeal the presence 
of the fusel of] and give the whisky the 
color and flavor which come by age. 
Mr. Edieon, tue electrician, is quoted as saving 
that “an excellent brand of whisky—witb ail 
the flavor of old whisky—is now being made 
out of rot-rut” by the app.ication of electric 
ity. If a good imitahon of old whisky can be 
procured cheaper than the genuine article it 
may be assumed that many saloonkeepers will 
be found willing to bhandie the stuff, whether 
tne license tex be high or low or whatsoever 
the consequences to the customer may be. 

Five of the patients admitted to the home 
last week were suffering from delirium tre 
mens. One of these was a clergyman, the 
peculiar form of whose mania was 
that he imagined be was an elec 
tric battery. Apparentiy this hallucination 
is much pleasanter than the customary one of 
secing snakes and monsters. The first thinga 
person who is admitted to the Washingtonian 
Home is treated to isa tepid bath, and the 
vierical patient referred toll ked the treatment 
s2 well that be could hardly be kept from 
drowntug himself, though with no suicidal in- 
tent. He sat in the bath plasum the water 
around and yelling at the attendants. 

Lock out for the batteries! he screamed. 
“A touch is instant death! Here is the pusi- 
tive current. waving one of his feet in the 
air, “and here is the negative current!” de

continued, trying to kick the attendant in the 
face with the other foot. ‘‘Hurroo, burroo! 
siz-z-z—ye-hoop! Stand away from the wires!” 

Prof. Wiikins was called on to help in getting 
the patient peaceably out of the bath, and the 
professor simply turned off the warm water 
and let in a flood of ice-cold water that made 
the man jump for the floor. He was at first 
unwilling to be dressed, pleading that an elec- 
tric battery never wears clothing, but a littie 
reasoning to the effect that this was one of 
the cases where the wires had to be insu:ated 
led him to submit quietiy to the operation. 
It is an accepted axiom in the bome that there 
is no use in arguing or quarreling with a man 
that bas got the fim-jams ; all that can 
be done is to humor bim until he gets better. 
If de sees snakes, all arguments and 
proofs that there are no snakes there wil! do 
nothing to lessen bis terror. If he imagines 
that he is the Ange! Gabriel there is no use in 
trying to prove to him that he has no wigs; 
be will probably pull a thread from the 
shoulder of his tattered shirt and ask you, 
** How is that for a quill?’ Sometimes the 
hallucination continues for forty, filty, or sixty 
days, but these are exceptional cases. (Usua!ly 
the patient can be gotten rid of bis fancies 
within a week, and sometimes two days is 
enough. Soothing medicines, light, nourish- 
ing diet, moderate restraint, rest and quiet, 
and the absence of alcoholics soon work a 
great change even in the most besotted 
and crazy victims of drink. The patient who 
posed as an electric battery was all right witb- 
in three days, but it was a genuine case of de- 
lirlum tremens nevertheless. To make the 
cure effectual, however, he has to stay in the 
home a month, as every patient bas to agree 
to do before being admitted, Itis a peculiar 
circumstance that there were five clergymen in 
the home last week. all of them patients. 
Three have been discharged and two are still 
there. Of the 757 patients admitted during 
the year 1885 only four were clergymen, and 
from this year's sbowimge one might infer 
hat the increase in clergymen patients 
‘3 «8 alarming as that in jim-jam 
patients, This, bowever, is a matter Prof. 
Wilkins will not discuss. He is always willing 
to give such information as bas to be pub- 
lisbed in tne aunual report, and that is all. 
Asked if the five clergymen belonged to Chi- 
cago, he said: 

„Mr brother, I cannot tell you. I do not 
seek to know the private history of any pa- 
tient, and any information that is given me is 
always treated as strictly confidential,” 

Yhe 757 patients referred to, it might be 
mentioned, also include ten reporters, eleven 
journalists, two editors, twelve lawyers, and 
thirteea physicians. There were 112 occupa- 
tions represented, and there were just as many 
barkeepers in the home as there were cierzymen 
—fourof each. The fact is, these statistics 
don’t prove anything. If a patient on being 
admitted and asked his occupation says he is a 
reporter, be is put down as a reporter witnout 
further questioning. He mar be lying about 
it. either in the hope of getting better treat- 
ment or just out off pure cussedness. The 
point of this reasoning ie that, while willing to 
accept Prof. Wilkins’ statement about the five 
clergymen being in the home within a week, 
there must be some error in bis figures that 
show that ten reporters were there within a 
year. But this point is not pressed. 

When a patient becomes dangerously vio- 
lent be is locked up in one of the ** padded 
rooms. The padded rooms are only calied so 
out of courtesy. They used to be padded, but 
they are not so any longer. This also may be 
due to bad whisky, for it was the extreme 
violence of some recent patients that caused 
the padding to be done away with. These 
rooms are in the hospital wards. They are 
dark, inner rooms, without windows or gas- 
light, and with bare wood walis and grated 
doors. The only furniture is a straw pailiaisse 
on the floor. The largest room used to be 
heavily padded, so that a patient might thump 
his head against the wall and try to dash out 
his brdins twenty-four bourses every day sad 
not do himself any injury. One night a pa- 
tient was locked up in this room and next 
morning he bad disappeared. A careful search 
disclosed the fact that he was inserted between 
the padding and the wall. He had cut holes in 
the padding with teeth aud nails, and, ciam- 
bering up the wail, bad torn the padding off 
at the ceiling. He then got bis body into the 
crevice, and involuntarily slipped down behind 
the padding and could not get out again. It 
was supposed at firat that he was suffocated, 
but when the padaing was cut down he was 
found bound asleep. Many times has the pad- 
ding been torn since. Not long since a patient 
was putin who succeeded in stripping the 
four walls bare, and since then tre room bas 
been kept unpadded. The other two padded 
rooms are similarly bare. The first thing a 
patient usually does after being trust into 
the padded room is to tear bis clothing into 
tatters; it is the only thing he can wreak his 
anger on. One night's solitude in this condi- 
tion is mostly enough to bring him to his 
seuses, or at least to make him quiet enough 
to be allowed the freedom of the ward, but 
he has to stay solitary until some clothing 
can be procured for him. If he nas 
friends they are notified to bring clothes; if 
Ge is friendiess, then Prot. Wiikins wil! bustie

ploodshot-eyed young maa, with a pallid face 
and scanty clothing. Indeed, bis only raiment 
was the remnant of a pair of trousers 
and one suspender. a 

„How are you ‘tonight, brother?” the pro- 
fessor asked.

„it would take me ali night to tell you of 
the freaks and fancies of some of our pa- 
tlonts, said the protessor. “We bad a man

in bere once—a real-estate man who is pretty 
well known—wbo fancied that he was wedged 
in a snow bank. Then be got the idea that he 
was on a train of vars that were wedged in a 
snow-bank, and that ne was trying to drag the 
train free with a team of mules. He would 
giare at the beds and the white walls, and 
twist up a quilt into a roll for a mule, and twist 
up a sheet for a whip, and be would stand 
there whipping the make-believe mules with 
the make-believe whip and shouting, ‘Gee 
up! Get along there! Gee up!’ the whole day 
long. If he were really working to save the 
lives of a train of passengers be could not 
work harder. He would yell and shout at me 
mules and pull and push and urge them for- 
ward until the perspiration volted off bim in 
streams, and be kept it up unceasingly al the 
time be was awake.

There were about twenty patients in the 
hospital when the reporter called. Every pa- 
tient admitted has to stay at least three days 
in the hospital, where he is fed on soups, beet 
tea, and cracke He also occasionally gets a 
little bromide, or some such stuff, if he feels 
shaky. The boepital is not a place where pa- 
tients lie in bed; it is simply a room to sober 
up in. It is kept pretty warm, dem beated 
with steam colis and a big stove. The patients 
sit or lie around with very little clothing, and 
chat or sing or swap stories, or lie on 
the beds and yawn. It is a 
very mixed crowd that is s«mathered 
around that old stove every night—clergymen, 
reporters, barteoders, laborers, doctors, law- 
vers. artista, salesmen, brickiayers, mechanics, 
book-agents, plumbers, drummers, bummers 
—in fact all classes and condivons of men. 
They may not be all represented there at one 
time, but they get there just the same. The 
procession is constantly passing, some patients 
coming in and others going out almost every 
bour. The reporter joined the crowd at the 
stove without any introduction, and his ar- 
rivai attracted no particuiar notice. 

“That puts mein mind of Jim Haggerty— 
we called him Slim for snort,“ one of the 
patients was saying. “Every time Slim 
got on a toot he allers wanted 
to try to kill hisself. Fust be 
throwed bieseif under a freight-engine an’ 
that cost him a leg.

The Grand Motel and Convention Hall to 
Be Erected on Congress Street. 

The subscribers to the stock ot the Chicago 
Grand Auditorium Association met at the 
office of Williams & Toompson, Reaper Block, 
yesterday afiernoon to elect directors, Among 
those present were Marshall Field, Ferd W. 
Peck, A. J. Averell, William E. Hale, C. W. 
Fullerton, George F. Bissell, R. T. Crane, 
Charles Tobey, W. W. Kimball, Eugene 8. 
Pike, J. D. Jennings. C. L. Hutchinson, H. H. 
Porter, L. J. Guse, C. H. McCormick Jr., 
Charles Counselma E. T. Singer, Alfred 
Cowles, B. Loewenthhl, Louis Wampold, Will- 
jam Penn Nixon, George W. Hale, J. H. Dun- 
ham, Martin A. Ryerson, Henry Field, Bason 
Keith, and George H. Latin. 

Marshall Field was called to the chair, and a 
committee consisting of C. M. Henderson, L. J. 
Gage, and W. W. Kimball was selected to nom- 
inate directors. They recommended the fol- 
lowing, who were unanimouely eiected: Ferd 
W. Peck, N. K. Fairbank,. Edson Keith, C. L. 
Hutchinson, Heury Field, N. B. Ream, W. E. 
Hale. E. S8. Pike, Charles Couuselman, A. A.

A large proportion of tue stock was voted, 
most of it being represented by Mr. Ferd W. 
Peck, who, with the committee, held proxies 
for tie majority of shares. Harmony charac- 
terized tue proceedings. Mr. Peck gave a bie- 
tory of the project, and was thanked for his 
labors in connection with the great enterprise. 
The directors will meet next Saturday to elect 
officers, and wiil douptiess increase the capita! 
stock to $1,000,000, as the authorized amount, 
$750,000, is already taken. The buildmg which 
the associauon is to erect will cost $1,500,000, 
and will be the largest except one, the Navarro 
Hats in New York, yet constructed in this 
country by private capital. The site 16 on 
Cangress street, between Michigan and Wa- 
bash avenue, the frontage being 364 feet, 189 
feet, and 160 feet respectively, the ground ha 
lum been leased for nintey-nine years. The 
structure will be ten stories hiru and-fire proof 
throughout. It will contain an auditorium 
with 5,000 seats, but capable of accommodat- 
ing 8,000 if necessary; and the entrance to it 
from Congress street will be fifty-five feet 
wide. The stage will de 70x120 feet. This will 
be the only permanent hall in the Unitea 
States large enough for a National political 
convention, and one of the objects in building 
it is to have the Repubiicans and Democrats 
meet in Chicago every time they nominate a 
candidate for President and Vice-President. 
The hall will also be used for opera 
festivais, and for other extraordinary enter- 
tainments and gatherings. remainder of 
the immense structure will be used as a 
European hotel, which will have from 350 to 
500 roome, it being undecided yet whether the 
Wabash avenue side shall be devoted to offices 
or not. The ground floor on that front, how- 
ever, will be divided into stores. 

The specifications are preparing and con- 
tracts for the foundations will be let this 
month. It is the intention to remove the

JACKSON STREET AND STEWART AVENUE. 


Trying to Help the Bridge Project, Which 
Comes Up Monday. 

A circular sent to the West Side property- 
owners who are interested in the Jackson 
street bridge project by the committees from 
the Grant and La Salle Clubs dwells upon the 
influence of a large lobby at next Monday's 
session. It then says: 

We are informed that parties interested in kill- 
ing the ordinance may introduce an ordinance to 
condemn the land necessary for the Jackson 
street bridge. This is a mere subterfuge, resorted 
to for the purpose of lulling to sleep the people 
ofthe West Side who have been so strenuously in- 
sisting on their rights. Condemnation proceed- 
ings could not be commenced until after the pas- 
sage of the next appropriation bill. The matter 
would then undoubtediy be in litigation in the 
courts for a long time. and ins of having a 
dri to use in the early part of next summer 
we should be postponed for two or three years. 
It would also appear to your committee to be a 
waste of the public amp | to pay cash for some- 
thing that can be obtained as a donation. 

We think that the opposition are in the last 
ditch of their policy of delay, and that their 
efforts will now be addressed to loading the or- 
dinance down with amendments so that it will 
not be accepted by the company, and, of course, 
if this is done the offer of the land for the Jack- 
son street bridge will be withdrawn. Do not fail 
to be present. 

The Stewart Avenue Tracks. 


It is now understood that the opposition to 
the Stewart Avenue ordinance bas dwindied 
down to the two property-owners between 
Twenty-third and Iwenty-second streets. As 
they want about st prices for their property 
the reputable and intelligent Aldermen take lit- 
tle stock in their opposition. The proposed 
amendment in favor of a brick wall as a fence 
between the tracks and the Stewart avenue 
roadway does not meet with much favor for 
the reason that the proposed bric« wail would 
take up too much space that is otherwise n eed- 
ed, that it would not be more durable than a 
wooden fence, and that it would be harder to 
keep it in repair. 

From present appearances the ordinance will 
go through without any considerable amend- 
ment as presented in the Council. An Aider- 
man who has strongly opposed the ordinance 
in the past said yesterday that it would receive 
at least twenty-one, perhaps twenty-four, 
votes. The West Side people are bringing 
strong pressureto bear on their Aldermen 
to vote for the ordinance on account of their 
interest in Jackson street bridge. 

Ald. Campbell is preparing an amendment 
providing that the Jackson street bridge when 
built shall not be used for street-car tracks at 
any time. The amendment, if it is considered 
pertinent, will doubtiess be adopted.

„% Goldy" Loved the Low— That Famous 
Dinner—The Play Founded on an Ex- 
perience in the Life of the Author. 

A little dog’s-cared, leather-bound volume 
that has been thumbed for more than a centu- 
ry. but always lovingly, lies on the writing- 
table. It bas gathered the dust of many 
shelves both here and in England, this copy 
of “She Stoops to Conquer,“ but its sweet hu- 
mility bas taken on a new look of pathos 
since it returned from witnessing last week a 
certain performance of an odd Comedy at the 
Chicago Opera-House. While one is sympa 
thizing with it and soothing its mute reproach- 
fulness, for old books are very sensitive, and 
this one bas seen good acting in its day, there 
arrives fresh from the press, like Solomon in 
his glory, a gorgeously-bound volume in mo- 
rocoo and gold, yirginal in the purity of 
its printing, and biushbing with ite treas- 


ures of pictures upon satin. “Bless my 
soul!“ suddenly exclaims the little old 
book, which in its shabby modesty bas 


stolen a glimpse at the rien stranger, 
„Bless my soul!—Look at those drawings!“ 
Sure enough, here was occasion for surprise. 
From the superb pages looked out the faces of 
ola acquaintances—here was Mrs. Hardcastle 
making tea and protesting that she shonid go 
to town and no longer endure her spouse's 
old-fashionea trumpery; here was the 
worthy Mr. Hardcastle bimself convulsed with 
merriment when Diggory reminds him of the 
story of Old Grouse in the gun-room; and there 
to the life is Tony Lumpkin with uu motley 
crew at the tavern; he is telling them of Bett 
Bouncer and what be means to do when he 
gets his fortin’, and—well! well! how delight- 
ful—here is Mrs. Grigsby, who goes to town 
every winter for a month's polishing; she is 
nodding to us out from her sedan chair; and 
there are roguish Kate ana siy Miss Neville; 
but what does it ail mean? cries the little 
ragged book in a fever of astonishment. Une 
turns to the title page of the newcomer and 
reads: “She Stoops to Conquer: A Comedy 
by Dr. Goldsmith, with Drawings by Edwin A. 
Abbey. New York: Harper & Bros.” 

What do you think of that, old friend? But 
the little book doesn’t answer. It looks as 
foriorn and desolate as Goldsmith himself did 
in the days when he wrote in bis garret, and 
did back-work for the publishers, or haunted 
the taverns singing The Three Jolly Pigeons ’’ 
with those low fellows that Tony Lumpkin 
declared were “not so low neither — Diek 
Muegins, the éxcisoman; Jack Slang, the 
horse doctor: little Aminadab, that grinds the 
music-box: and Tom Twist, that spins the 
pewter platter, Listen to them; they are 
talking now on thie beautiful vellum about 
Tony, or about Goidsmitn himself. if you will, 
for Tony and Goidsmith were equally well 
known to them: 

Second fellow—I loves to hear him sing be kenys 
he never gives us nothing that’s low. 

Third fellow—O, d—n anything that's low; I 
cannot bear it. 

Fourth fellow—The gepteel thing is the genteel 
thing atany time. If so be that a gentieman 
bees in a concatenation accordingly. 

But, indeed, be did love the iow, did Oliver 
Goldsmith; but only as Prince Hal loved it in 
the merry days with Falstaff; only as Ben 
Jonson loved it for its picturesqueness when 
he caroused with him of Avon.

“She Stoops to Conquer was suggested 
by an incident in thé author's experience. He 
was but a stripling of 16,when, passing through 
the little town of Ardagh, be asked to be d. 
rected to an inn. The wag whom he accosted 
pointed out to bim the bouse of a gentieman 
named Featherstone, which was indeed what 
the boy had asked fur, being the best house 
in the place.“ Goldsmith, wao was awkward- 
ness itself in society, was at his ease in an 
inn, and the family, perceiving the joke, fooled 
bim to the top of his bent. 

The dialog between young Marlow and Miss 
Hardcastie one must always believe to be a 
delicate bit of satire that the author wrote at 
his own expense; for he was a chatterer among 
the brilliant conversationalists of his day, and 
his clumsy lips could never master the epi- 
grams of his graceful pen. tie wrote like af 
angel and taiked like poor Poll,“ said Garrick, 
who himself had a seuse for literature which 
no other actor possessed before or since. It 
would bave been better for Garrick’s fame if 
he had been a warmer friend of Goldsmith 
than he was. He was the Palmer or 
Daly of his time, ana, like ail managers. 
he distrusted new productions and 
had little faith in their merit. His partner, 
Coleman, predicted that “She Stoops to Con- 
quer would be a failure. But Goldsmith's 
friends rallied at the Shakspeare Tavern on 
the momentous nightin 1773, when the first 
performance was to come off. Old Dr. Jobn- 
son, who, when the pistol of hie wit missed 
fire, would never hesitate to knock Goldsmith 
down with the butt endof it, but who loved 
ana protected with almost fatherly affection 
his foolish and warm-hearted friend—he, the 
great iexicographber, sat at the head of 
the table and with his usual vigor laid 
down the law that Goldy's comedy must 
ana should succeed. Perhaps Hogarth was 
there—why bas his pencil left us no recora of 
that scene? Reynolds was surely one of the 
company—he whose daughter once toasted 
Goldsmith asthe ugliest manshe knew, but 
who could never bold the same opinion after 
she had read The Traveler’’—yes, sir, Joshua 
was present with his ear-trumpet, and Edmund 
Burke, already fame-kissed, and Beauclero, 
rake, gentleman, and wit, and Cumberland. 
whose dramas we never read, and whom we 
only remember because he left us an account 
of that dinner. One cannot belp wondering if 
mine host of the Shakspeare Knew that the im- 
mortals of the eighteenth century were drink- 
ing bis red port wine that night. 

But “She Stoops to Conquer was a great 
success, and Goldsmith was once more in 
clover, paying his debts and contracting big- 
ger ones. Was ever poet so trugtec?"’ quoth 
Johnson when be died, Then, indeed, he pbios- 
somed out like this morocco monument of art 
which will now take its place with Vedder's 
„Omar Kbayyam in the drawing-rooms of 
literature. He bought him a suit of “ Tyrian 
bloom, satin grain’’—just think how the mus- 
cular little igure must have swaggered along 
Fleet streeti—and it cost him £8 upwards. 
But while be was in this edition, so te speak, 
ali tae ridiculous things happened to him that 
Boswell has preserved. He would practice 
medicine, but retired crestfalien, outbraved 
by an apothecary; he could jump higher, he 
said, than the puppets at the show, and he 
broke bis suins at trying to doit; he would 
show the ladſes his prowess (the adored one, 
the beautiful Jessamy Bride, was among the 
number), and he ingloriously fell into the 
fountain and got soused. He was not used to 
prosperity, was Goldsmith. His vanity was as 
the Vanity of a little child, ana he probabiy 
never felt a tithe of that pride over his talents 
which puffed him up when he strutted along in 
all the glory of ruffles, bag-wig, and sword. 
Whata joy it would have been to his simple 
heart could he have foreseen this tribute to 
his genius which a new country and a new age 
held in store for him! He would not have 
given a second glance to the shabby copy of 
the original edition which now looks so shame- 
faced and so bumble in the presence of its splen- 
did rival, the latter rejoicing, among its other 
beauties, in this “Envoy” from our laureate 
of the age of lace—Austin Dobson:

Discussion of the Subject in St. Louis—Sen- 
ator Maxey on Revenue Reform. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Dec. 4.—([Speciai.|—The 
sharp assault of the Evangelical Alliance ana 
the Woman's Christian Temperapce Union on 
the ballet of the American opera company bas 
been a prolific subject of discussion during 
the week. Nearly all the society ladies— 
women whose culture and discrimination are 
widely recognized—have indorsed the ballet. 
It is indorsed purely as an educator of taste 
for the beautiful and as an artistic accompaur 
ment of grand opera. To this the good min- 
isters answer that society will go and society 


will not condemn as impure that which 
it finds pleasure in applauding, Iudi- 
viduaily, they say that every specta- 
tor will discover other feelings than 


av artistic longing for the beautiful develop- 
ing at the sight of the American opera bal- 
let. The fight will now be transferred to 
Chicago, and Fursch-Madi and Thomas will 
probably help alone the discord. Thomas bas 
pot yet returned to the company. 

The pugnacious spirit in the Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union again developed itseif 
yesterday at the session of the district con- 
vention. Mra. Meriwether, a prominent mem- 
ber, offered a resolution dénouncing Mrs. 
Whitney, wife of the Secretary of the Navy, 
and Mra. Grover Cleveland tor indulging in al- 
cobolic drink. The dinner to which exception 
was taken was exclusively a ladies affair, no 
gentlemen being present. The resolution ex- 
presses the deep mortification which the ladies 
of Missouri feel at the bad exampie set by the 
first lady of the land, and a copy of the resolu- 
tion was sent to Mrs. Cleveland. 

Senator Maxey of Texas is in town and ram- 
pant on revenue reform. He favors the throt- 
tling of Randaliand his following, and says: 
„Mr. Randall is a very able man, and bas per- 
formed good service for the Democratic party 
in his time, but if he persists in defeating Dem- 
ocratic measures pledged to the people 
in successive Democratic platforms he should 
be either disciplined or expelled. The 
Speaker of the House could put him at the 
mall end of asmall committee, or put him 
among the Republican Representatives on a 
big committee, and the country would immedi- 
ately understand the action. There are many 
ways by which he could be made to understand 
that be was not in Democratic fellowsbip.’’ 
The Senator believes it is the duty of the Pres- 
dent to ur@e a reduction of taxation in his 
message to Congress. If he did not urge 
tariff reform it was the duty of the Democratic 
House to pass a Measure, irrespective of the 
President or the Senate. If the President 
Should fall to urge tariff reform in bis 
message he should be abandoned by the De- 
mocracy of the South ana West. Regarding per- 
nicious activity among Federal officeboiders 
be said: I am sometbing of an offensive 
partisan myself.“ The Senator believes that 
Roger O. Mills of Texas will be the next Ciiair- 
man of the Ways and Means Committee, 

The prospects of the League Base- Hall Club 
in this city are not encouraging. McKinnon, 
the best batter in. the team, was released 
Thursday and signed with the Pittsburgs yes- 
terday. The other good players will probably 
be bought by other clubs, and a crop of 
fledglings from the Northwestern and Southern 
leagues wiil represent St. Louis in the league 
next season. Mr. Von der Ahe stated today 
that he bad received Mr. Spalding's challenge 
for a Series of games in the Spring, and would 
accept it, though New York was trying bard to 
arrange a series, 

St. Louis will dave another hangimg next

GOSSIP FROM BALTIMORE. 


The Maryland Federation of Labor Divided 
on Political Questions. 

BatTrmore, Md., Deo. 4.—|Special.|—Cardl- 
nal Gibbons receives numerous invitations to 
receptions and dinners given in his bonor by 
prominent Catholic society ladies, only a few 
of which are accepted. The Cardinal is very 
plain and very abstemious. He seems to be- 
come more and more attenuated. He never 
was stout, and since elevated to the Cardina)- 
ate has been thinner than ever. He walks too 
much to permit of his gaining flesh, frequentiy 
covering six or eight miles in an afternoon 
jaunt. He is said to bea sufferer from catarrh. 

There has been a lively time in the State 
Federation of Labor, which threatens the dis- 
ruption of that central body of Maryland trade 
organizations. Several ot the prominent mem- 
bers lent their influence and gave their votes 
to the reguiar Democratic nominees at the 
fall elections and went back on the labor party 
candidates; by some it was charged that they 
sold out in publicly indorsing the Democratic 
candidates. The federation bas been investi- 
gating these cases and took the rather queer 
action of exonerating those charged with 
fraud and deceit and expeiling the member of 
the Executive ‘Committee of the industrial 
party who brought the charges against them. 
That labor cannot become yet awhile a factor 
in Maryland politics was demonstrated this 
fall, when all the labor candidates tor City 
Council were defeated. The leaders are very 
biue over the outlook, Many of them, poor 
mechanics, spent their savings in the interest 
of the lost cause. 

There is danger that a large portion of the 
City of Frostburg in Western Maryland will 
sink into the coalkmines that honeycomb the 
earth underneath, It is the cause of interest- 
ing and what promises to be protracted litiga- 
tion. Albert Holle has entered suit against 
the Consolidation Coal Company. He claims 
that his hotel property, togetmer with certain 
of his building lots and a large and valuable 
vineyard, have been damaged and partly 
destroyed by reason of the undermining of 
bis property by the Consolidation Coal Com- 
pany in the operation of their coal 
mines. The evidence of the plaintiff showed 
that the Town of Frostburg is ali undermined, 
and that but 214 teet ot solid earth is between 
the surface and the coal chambers, many of 
which are falling in. It was further stown vy 
the plaintiff that large fissures and cracks were 
seen along the surface of his property, but 
were immediately filled) up by the coal com- 
pany, and by reason of these clefts along the 
surface his property has been rendered value- 
less for building purposes, and all the springs 
bave been diverted from their natural beds 
and destroyed for all practical purposes, since 
they now run down these cracks which are 
upon the surface. | 

The conviction of John Burke Jr. and James 
Kennedy yesterday of the murder of John 
Curran meets with general satisfaction. It 
was a brutal political murder. Burke and Keu- 
nedy were hirelingsof the Democratic ring 
bosses in the Seventeenth Ward, the worst for 
election frauds in the city. Curran, an em- 
ployé of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany, was leader in a reform movement in that 
ward. His influence was dangerous to Demo- 
cratic success, and a bitter feeling was engen- 
dered. Burke and Kennedy followed Curran 
out of a saloon one dark night, and in a duarrel 
that followed killed him with an iron coupling- 
pin. Joun K. Cowan, chief of counsel of the 
Baltimore & Ohio, published a card a few days 
after the murder in which be laid the causes 
leading to the crime at the doors of some lead- 
ing members of the ring. Throughout the 
case the Baltimore & Ohio counsel has assisted 
in the prosecution, and Mr. Heuisier, for the 
defense, declared in his closing argument that 
the Case had not been one of the State against 
Burke and Kennedy, but of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad against them. The men are 
convicted of murder in the second degree.

He thinks rather more of the 
draping of a cloak or the color of a rose than 
the expression of a high thought which would 
appeal simply to severe intellectuality or to 
the heart of humanity. Silks and damasks, 
blue lights, and music from invisible strings 
paid so exiraordinarily well under the 
management of our English friend, Mr, 
Henry Irving, that Mr. Barrett can bardly be 
biamed for proceeding on the lines laid down 
by his celebrated compatriot. Still, Mr. Bar- 


rett will not be able to evoke any very deep 


Sy mpatby if he should fail to attract our shek- 
els to himself in any very great number, and 
80 far he has distinctly failed to make much 


money out of us. His business, however, is 


gradually looking up, ana after ali ne may in 


the summing up find his receipts well ahead of 


his expenditures. His success in New York 
was small. It was better in Boston, and is 
quite fair here up to this tame. 

Mr. Barrett reminds one in some sense of 
the well-remembered Mr. O. Wilde. He has a 
fair face, long hair, and apparently an even wild 
yearning for the esthetic. With it all he has a 
sagacious nose for bard cash, tat is always 
suggesting the notion that some day he will fol- 
low the example of the proto-apostle of the 
beautiful, cut short bis locks and laugu at us 
for guys in taking and paying for his esthet- 
1018 m seriously. 

He is following a plan ot working the press 
that is quite as audacious as it is effective. As 
soon as he reaches a town be is met at his bo- 
tel by reporters for all the Journals, who have, 
betimes, been summoned by bis manager 
abead. There be poses and chats to them, and 
for fear that they might not be able to follow 
all his subtie thoughts he kindiy furnishes 
them with the report of an interview publis bed 
some montos ago in New York. He takes a 
high point in this chat and talks 
very learnedly through a column 
and a half to prove that Hamlet was meant to 
be arash boy of 20, as he wishes to play him, 
and nota mature man of 30 as other actors 
represent him. How important this distine- 
tion may be, profound Shakspearean scholars. 
perhaps, will be able to determine. What dif- 
1erence it may make to Mr. Barrett I can’t 
imagine, for his features are so strong, the 
lines of his face so clearly marked, and his 
own age so obvious that be could not look or 
even actayouth of 20 if the reward of such 
un achievement were to be everiasting fame. 

I find that Mr. Barrett's surroundings are 
nitogtwmer in harmony with the esthetic cult 
that he has taken up. He won't have any 
rooms in hotels but the best rooms, and the 
Janauschek idea of saving afew dollars by 
resting satisfied with a mere bedroom on the 
sixth floor back wouldn't go down with him 
at all. 

He eats only the most delicate viands and off 
the most dainty china, His clotmes, in their 
way, are equal to the gorgeous array of gowns 
that Modjeska is just now advertising in con- 
nection with her new piay. He bas a variety 
of smoking jackets, one of the most pictur- 
esque, | think, being one of dark blue velvet 


with a delicate pink satin lining and 
fastened across the front with big 
heavy frogs, & la militaire. He, has 


a great fondness for jaunty bouse-caps, too, 
and has one trunk especially given up as a re- 
pository for these creations. He has them in 
all the fabrics that ever were made and all the 
colors that poet or painter ever dreamed of. 
He always wears one indoors, and he telis me 
that his friends, when they break in on him in 
his studious moods, can discern by the color of 
his cap what sort of character he is meditatmng 
upon. He throws a forbidding green athwart 
bis bang the moment be opens nis Shakspearean 
volume—folio 1608—at *““Otheilo.”” A gloomy 
black repiaces it when he turus 
his thoughts to young Hamlet, and 
when he lays aside Shakspeare 
and thinks uponthe life of audacious Clau- 
dian, he swings upon bis head a cap of golden 
yellow with a heavy Turkish tassel. 

He has a great fondness too for soft, sheeny 
Satins, be tells me, and the delicate intricacies 
of lace arrangement espediaily pleases his 
higuly-trained and cultivated vision. Wiibal, 
even in the direction of personal fitting and 
adornment, he has good horse-sense. When 
he walks abroad he surprises the descendants 


of our quiet Quaker natives by the length and 


weight of bis ulster with its big cape. His 
feet—and truth of history requires it to be 
said that bis feet have no rivais on the 
American boardse—are cneased in the ‘big, 
broad, beavy shoes that one sees so much 
of in Albion, and his nationality is embodied 
in the size, stiffness, and trimness of his tall 
bat. 

Apropos of things of beauty, or rather for 
beauty, a dressmaker confidentially told a fash- 
ionable woman, who told it to me, that the 
quaint Quaker City is acquiring a wide reputa- 
tion as a place for the manufacture ot busties.

EASTBOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS FOR 
THF PAST WEEK. 


Ap Increase of 5,470 Tons Over Those of 
the Week .Previous—Managers Disap- 
pointed, as They Expected a Uetter 
Showing—Why Shipments Should Be 
Larger—No Advance in Rates to Be 
Made—The Southern Kansas Pool Com- 
missionership—N otes. 

‘East-bound dead-freight shipments from 
Chicago during the last weex to through and 
local points in the East by the eight pool lines 
were 40,935 tons, against 35,462 tons for the 
week previous, an increase of 5,470 tons. This 
Small increase is rather disappointing to the 


raliroads, as, owing to the close of 
navigation, they expected a much heavier 
traffic. Most of the increase, it is claimed, 
is due to the cutting of rates, especially on the 
higher ciasses of freight. All reports are to 
the effect that the grain rates from Peoria, 
St. Louis, Bloomington, Beardstown, and other 
Western junction points are being cut trom 
“two and one-half cents to five cents per 100 
pounds. It is probably due to this fact that 
the shipments from the aboev- named points 
have been proportionately much larger than 
from Chicago, as grain rates from this point 
pave thus far been fairly well maintained. 
“With the elevators full at Chicago anc 
Northwestern points and the increased East- 
ern and European demand for grain, shipments 
Ought to be twice as large as they are now, es- 
pecially as everything bas now to go East by 
the all-rall lines. A good deal of the North- 
western grain is now going by way of Peoria 
and otber Western junction points, all of which 
would come this way if the Chicago roads 
would make the same rates as their Western 
competitors. It is this competition which has 
prevented the trunk lines from making the 
proposed advance in rates. Had the advance 
been made the autting of rates by the outside 
lines would have become still more pronounced 
and the Chicago lines would have gained noth- 
ing, as their shipments would have still fur- 
ther increased. 

It seems that the proposition to advance 
fhe rates has been entirely abandoned, and 
some of the roads are even going 80 far as 
to advocate a reduction in rates in order to 
stimulate shipments and to prevent the cutting 
of rates by roundabout a non pool lines. Here- 
tofore no great effort was made for the through 
traffic by any of the roads running east from 
Chicago because their local traffic was unu- 
sually heavy on account or the marketing of 
farm products along the lines of their roads. 
But this traffic bas now been almost entirely 
stopped, owing tothe severe weather during 
the lust week, and the railroads must bereafter 
depend almost entirely upon their through 
traffic. 

The following statement shows the amount 
of dead freight shipped east from Chicago by 
all the lines except the Chicago & Atlantic, 
which is not in the pool, for the week ending 
Dec. 4, and also the percentage carried by 


40,935 
The dead freight carried by the Chicago & 
Atiantic through to seaboard ports only 
amounted to 4,620 tons. 


The Commissioner of the Southern Kansas 
Pool. 

It appears that Mr. J. H. Hyland, who was 
reported to have been elected Commissioner 
of the Southern Kansas pool, bas deciined to 
accept the posivon, as M. C. I. Wellington, 
Assistant General Freight Agent of tne Wa- 
Dash, in charge of that company’s freight 
busipess at Chicago, was informed yesterdry 
that ne bad been elected to the position oi Com- 
missioner of the Soutnern Kansas pool. Mr. 
Wellmgton was not a candidate for the place, 
and beuce the notice of his election took bim 
by surprise. He has not yet made up his 
mind whether to accept or decline the place. 
but it is understood that he will accept if the 
conditions are satistactory. Mr. Wellington 
Will no doubt make a good and efficient Com- 
missioner. as he is a freight man of much 
ability and greatexperience and well posted on 
Southweatern freight affairs. 

The pool has not yet been entirely perfect- 
ed, the St. Louis & Southwestern and Kansas 
Southern Roads delaying the pertection of the 
agreement in order to find out the full decision 
of the arbitrators before making the contract 
binding. The award, however, will not be 
promulgated before all roads have appended 
_ their signatures to the agreement. It is under- 
stood that the roads west of the river have 
virtually agreed upon a division of earnings, 
and the opinion prevails that the new pooling 
echeme will after all prove successful.

Stewart Avenue Tracks and Viadacts. 

CuicaGco, Dec. 4.—/ Editor of The Tribune. | 
—In regard to the proposed Stewart avenue 
railroad ordinance, there is one thing the 
people of the Fifth Ward do not want, and 
that is such high viaducts as are ordinarily 
built. They want the railroad tracks lowered 
as much as practicable, in order that the via- 
ducts may, by being slightly elevated or 
arched, cross the railroad tracks nearly on a 
level with the street grade; the roads could 
then run their trains as fast as satety would 
permit. It would seem that this pian would 
not cost more in the long run than the bigh 
approaches of twenty cross-streets and the 
elevating of buildings in order to get them on 
a level with these approaches, and the conse- 
quent injury and damage to the property with- 
in a block of these roads on either side, as 
weil as the injury to travel ana teaming. 
The indications are that this Stewart avenue 
route is soon to become a great thoroughfare 
for railroads with fast-running trains on the 
South Side. This being true, it would be no 
more than fair that the many roads that are 
now running trains over this route and the 
others that are about to follow should put their 
tracks in such sbape as to least inconvenience 
and injure the richts of the city, and especially 
the rights of the people of tne South Side be- 
tween Twenty-second and Thirty-ninth streets. 
The placing of their tracks and viaducts in 
proper sbape for the convenience of the peo- 
ple ana betterment of the city should be one 
of the conditions upon which further fran- 
chises are granted.

Rallroad Progress Abroad, 

CurcaGao, Dec. 3.—[Editor of The Tribune.) 
—Your interesting article, 4 Chance for 
Mexico,“ in your issue of the 2d inst. on the 
abolition of inter-State customs duties, largely 
caused, as you intimate, by the advent ot rail- 
roads from the United States, leads one to 
look at the important changes that the iron 


tracks will shortly bring about in the routes of 
trade and travel in Central Asia, in the near 
completion of tne railroad tracks (where pos- 
sible) round the world. 

The Russian Caspian & Central Asian Rall- 
road has been completed from the Caspian 
Sea via Askabad, Sarakns (on the Tejend 
River at the boundaries of Persia, Afghanis- 
tan, and Central Asian Territory), and Mery to 
the Oxus River at Tchardjui (where an iron 
bridge is being built) ana the line will be 
further extended to Bokhara, Samarkand, and 
eventually to Kashgar and China. 

The Indian (British) system has been opened 
to the Pisbin Plateau. a few miles beyond 
Quetta (Beloochistan), and will be pushed on 
rapidly. The present gap between the two 
systems is from Quetta to, Sarakhs via 
Candabar and Herat, being less than 670 
miles, over a nearly level country, the total 
estimated cost of the juncuon line being less 
than $15,000,000. The completion of this junc- 
tion will reduce the time of travel from Eu- 
land to India to between seven and eight 
days. in Burmann about 350 miles of track 
are opened and being pushed on towards 
Mandelay, and also from Calcutta 
towards the same point. At the junction an 
extension will be made towards the Chinese 
frontier and eventually continue to Canton. 
The opening of the route from India to Eu- 
rope via the Caspian would render it possible 
to complete the circuit of the globe in thirty- 
eight days. With the further opening of a line 
from Calcutta to Canton, it win be possible 
for us in Chicago: to take a six weeks’ leave, 
take a trip round the world, and be at work 
ag ain on time. Such is the influence of ral 
roads in killing time and space, not to speak 
of the more beneficial increase of trade and 
friendship of nations they bring.

Distilleries Doing a Big Trade in Georgia. 

Atlanta Dispatch: An examination into the 
books of BRevenue-Collector Crenshaw shows 
that there are more distilleries in Georgia than 
ever before and that they are rapidly increas- 
ing. There are now under license in this 
State fifty registered stills to thirty two years 
ago. The increase is not alone in the number 
of stills but in their capacity, oid ones having 
increased from five bushels a day to fifty. The 
receipts from stamps bave increased $4,000 a 
month. This, at 90 cents a galion. gives 5,000 
galions of whisky a month or 60,000 gallons a 
year. An official explains the matter tous: 
Before there was prohibition in 115 counties of 
the State there were wholesale and retail deal- 
ers in every neighborhood from whom liquor 
could be bought in any desired quantity. Now 
it is impossible to do this. The distilleries 
can sell in ten gailon packages. In this way 
the increase can be accounted for. Very 
little of this is sold to other States, but it is 
consumed right bere at home. There are three 
counties in Georgia in which the manufacture 
as well as the sale is prohibited. These coun- 
ties are Fulton, De Kalb, and Henry. 


An Important Patent Decision.

Said to Be Coming from the East. 


It is stated dy a prominent rea:-estate dealer 
that a large Eastern manufacturing concern 


has secured land for a proposed plant and town 
site ata point on the Buriington & Quincy

property ie well iocated, extending south from

The Builders’ & Traders’ Exchange to Pro- 
tect Itself Against Crooked Contractors. 
The feeling that that very excellent institu- 

uon, the Buliders’ & Traders’ Exchange, which 

is now established upon a sound basis, can in 
the future be made of more substantial serv- 
ice to its members and the build ug trades gen- 
erally, is gaining ground rapidly. and pisos 
looking to such an end are now being formu- 
lated. Foremost among these is a line of ac- 
tion that shail insure greater security against 
that class of builders who sorma up at the 
commencemertof each season, with nothing 
to recommend them except their ability to ob- 
tain a chance to figure im the office of some 
architect who is forced to consider the lowest 
bid favorabiywithout inquify as to their abil- 
ity. Armed with contracts from a presuma- 
biy reputable source, they go about among 
material men making representations of a 
character necessary to secure credit, and after 
doing enough work with ‘others’ hands and 
goods to secure one or more certificates, they 
calmly pocket the money thus obtained and 
permit the laborers and material men to whis- 

tle for their money. the last year a 

large crop of this class of builders sprung up, 

and itis doubted if at any time in Chicago's 
history more money has been lost by traders 
than during the present year. Unfortunately 
the State Lien law is only an aggravation, 

A protective plan will be proposed at the 
next annual greeting. “The scheme,” said 


The members of the exchange, so far as we 
kuov. are men of rood financial repute. They 
may not all be wealthy, and all are 
in danger of reverses that may cripple 
them temporarily, as in other lines of bus 
ness; but the supposition is that they are all 
honest. If they are there can be no well- 


founded objection to a pian that will keep their 
floancial condition before other members of 


the bods, and as for those who are not mem- 
bers any opjection on their part will amount 
to naught. It is proposed to keep a bureau of 
information from which any member of the 
exchange can obtain information upon appli- 
cation, personaliy, * telephone, or by post, 
respecting every man engaged in building in 
Chicago; and the same facts will be 
communicat to all architects who are 
desirous of ridding their offices of worthless 
contractors. Nothing but absolutely reliable 
information will be placed upon the record or 
given out, so no man will be injured by an er- 
roneous report upon bis standing. In this 
way conscientious contractors, who when they 
present a bad contemplate carrying out the 
work according to plans ana specificanons, will 
not be compelled to compete with men who 
only count owdoing just enough work to get a 
stake and then leave everybody in the lurch. 
Wits such a system those who favor it argue 
building will in the future be done as it snould 
be by careful, conscientious men, who will be 
given a margin for their time and money in- 
vested, and the owner will receive something 
like an adequate return for the money paid 
out. While I am not authorized to say twat 
this or any similar plan will be adopted at the 
anaual meeting, I can state with assufance 
that I think if it is proposed it will not be de- 
feated.”’ 
The Lafayette Building. 

The pians and specifications for the enor- 
mous Lafayette Building, which is to cover 
the Ogden block, bounded by Clark street, 
Dearborn avenue, Lafayette place, and Oak 
street, were completed early in the week, and 
they were turned over to contractors with the 
view of securing estimates on the entire work 
without delay. The structure will be seven 
stories bigh, and - will be divided into apart- 
ments on ali the floors except the first of the 
Clark street front, which will be made into 
ton stores. There will be very Jit 
tle material used outside oxcept pressed 
brick, of which there will be 
about three-quarters of a million, and terra- 
cotta, with gaivanized iron to vover the vari- 
ous bays which project from each front. There 
will be a court on the tuside nearly 160 teet 
square, which will be provided with a hu 
fountain and otherwise beautified. There will 
be one large entrance on each front of quite 
an imposing character, and, withal, the ex- 
terior design will be attractive and rather im- 
pusing. The projectors of the enterprise cal- 
culate that tne entire work can be done for 
$750,000, and if the estimates are somewhere 
near that zum ground will be broken Dec. 15, 
and the ullding will be completed by June 15. 
Should tae estimates greatly exceed that sum 
the plans win be revised and the work post- 
poned for some time. The bids will ail be 
opened during the present week and just what 
will be done will be known by next Saturday. 

Various Notes. 

Donohue & Henneberry, the printers, bave 
secured fifty feet more of frontage on the east 
side of Dearborpv street, making 275 feet of 
which they have gained control by purchase 
and lease on that thorougbfare. The frontage 
begins 125 feet north of Polk street. The 
price at whjch they secured the land was about 
$600 a foot, but it is now worth more than that 
—perhaps $700. 

Owners of buildings on Dearborn street, 
from Washington to Adams, report 4 remarka- 
biy good demand for offices from al sorts of 
people who are ever admitted to such structures. 
Portland Block is practically full; the IIiinois 
Bank Building bas only three vacant offices, 
and they are vacant only because they are not 
contiguous; the Commercial is nearly full; 
and the same may be said of the First National 
Bauk Buildine; while the Acams Express 
Buiiding, which bas recentiy been eniarged, 
bas only bere and there a vacant office. The 
Moutauk Block, just west of Dearborn on Mon- 
roe, is absolutely full. for the first time in its 
history there is not an unrented room in it. 

One acre trade bas just been made in which 
the third of the purchase price paid down was 
just what the property cost the seller a year 


Owners of property in Lake View are con- 
gratniatinge themselves on a substantial ad- 
vance and no little activity in that tbriving 
suburb. This is due partly to improved facili- 
tiee of communication with the city and the 
disposition of au excellent class of people to 
go thither for bomes. Acres are at such high 
prices that there is scarcely any margin of 
profit to those who buy them and sell in the 
shape of lots, if they seil at the prices recently 
prevailing. They are now on a gold basis, at 
about the level of ante-panic times, when there 
wes such a speculation in them. The land 
near the north end of the park and 
the lake hes been pretty well taken 
up for buildmg purposes, and the lowest 
price recentiy quoted on the Lake Shore drive 
was $130 a foot for a depth of about 112 feet.

ana Fifty-seventh street, for lots on Tenth 
and Eleventh avenues. The last mentioned is 
to be sold under toreciosure soon. It is Valued 
at $600.000, subject to a mortgage of $300,000.

Te present value of a tract of 160 acres near 
the Calumet Stee!

The 
speed of the vessel never once slackened and 
it seemed to pitch right Into the waves likes 
locomotive ipto a spow-bank. The steamer 
never once rode the waves, but plunged 
through them, and it was common talk among 
the passengers that the Oaptain was try ing to 
make up for the twenty-one ' 
layed at the start. It was | 
when Ewile de Koch, the sailor, came down to
